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Soviet imperialism rapped 
by Sudan leader Numairi

Libreville, Gabon — Ugandan Presi- 


dent Idi Amin won the spotlight and 
applause Saturday at the opening session 
of the African summit conference when 
he appeared in an air marshal's uniform 
heavy with gold braid and medals 


But the biggest surprise on the first 


day of the annual Organization of 
African Unity (OAU) assembly was an 
unprecedented and vigorous attack on 
Soviet "imperialism" by Sudan's Presi- 
dent Jaafar el Numairi 


Numairi also condemned as "im- 


moral" what he called "Africa's reluc- 
tance to tackle its own problems" — an 
apparent reference to such issues as 
reports of continuing massacres in Ugan- 
da 


Opening speeches at OAU assemblies 


are traditionally confined to nonpohtical 
statements 


Amin's arrival at the 2,500-seat con- 


ference hall built specially for the sum- 
mit by oil-rich Gabon came as a surprise 
because Radio Uganda had said earlier 
he did not plan to attend 


The eccentric Ugandan was barred 


from the Commonwealth conference in 
London last month because of British 
anger over reports of mass murders and 
other atrocities m his East African state 


Unconfirmed reports indicate he crushed 
a coup attempt only two weeks ago 


Amin grinned broadly and waved nis 


baton at the cheering crowds of 
delegates as he took his seat among a 
jostling group of photographers and 
television cameramen carrying 
spotlights 


The only other leader to be applauded 


on his arrival was Algerian President 
Houan Boumedienne, who also had not 
been expected at the summit 


Other prominent leaders, including 


Ethiopia's Mengistu Haile Manam, 
Egypt's Anwar Sadat and Zaire's Mobutu 
Sese Seko, entered the hall amost un- 
noticed Mobutu displayed grim-faced 
irritation as he passed the crowd 
gathered around Amin 


Boumedienne's arrival caused a stir 


because most "revolutionary" leaders 
had decided to send lower-ranking 
delegates to the meeting of the 49-nation 
organization dominated by relatively 
moderate heads of state 


The summit's host and new OAU chair- 


man, Gabon's pro-Western President 
Albert Bernard Bongo, has been called a 
"neocolomahst puppet" by the radicals 
for accepting Western help in exploiting 
Gabon's oil riches 


In all, 27 chiefs of state were present

for the opening session — the highest 
number at an OAU summit in five years 
Benin sent no representative 


Pro-Soviet Boumedienne and Mengistu 


listened to Numain's attack on their 
Russian ally with frowns, but the 
Sudanese leader received strong 
applause from many of the other 
delegations 


Without referring directly to the Soviet 


Union, Numairi said "external forces" 
have gained from the ideological 
divisions of African countries He con- 
demned what he called "the new 
socialist imperialism that is turning our 
continent into a vast arena of conflict " 


Numairi urged the African leaders to 


"show their solidarity against the new 
invasion which is impeding our march 
forward We do not want to replace one 
imperialism with another imperialism " 


Relations between Numairi and the 


Soviet Union have deteriorated in recent 
weeks, capped with the expulsion of all 
Russian military advisers and several 
Russian diplomats from Sudan 


The leaders gathered for the assembly 


were more divided along ideological 
lines than at any previous meeting of the 
14-year history of the OAU, an organiza- 
tion founded to fostei "unity and 
solidarity" on the continent

Colorado s statewide drouth effort saio 
emergency plans have been formulated 
with the Army Corps of Engineers to 
mobilize 6th US Army troops, along 
with Army tanker trucks and storage 
tanks 


It s our ace in the hole, our last-ditch 


shot. Lamb said Friday at the con- 
cluding session of a five-day water sym- 
posium cosponsored by the University of 
Colorado at Denver and the Colorado 
Water Congress 


Lamb.said no communities have called 


for the emergency aid yet But he 
predicted such assistance would be 
needed before the summer is over 


The aid also will be available, if 


needed, in Wyoming and several other 
Western states, the Army says 


Maj Michael Livengood public affairs 


officer for the 4th Mechanized Infantrj 
Division at Ft Carson said there had 
been ' extensive coordination with the 
governor s office and the emergency ac 
tion folks 


Lamb appointed by the governor to 


head the state s drouth fight said the 
Army has loaned Colorado 20 water- 
storage containers each with a capacity 


of 1 500 to 3000 gallons They will be 
placed as needed in comrr unities that 
have exhausted all other water sources 
he said We soldiers would fill the con- 
tainers with water trucked in by large 
Armv tanker trucks Lamb explained 


Residents would have to haul their 


w ater from the emergency w ater sites to 
their homes a situation Lamb said 
would create its own conservation effort 


Lamb said southwestern Colorado 


appears to be bearing the brunt of the 
drouth in Colorado so far this vear The 
Dolores River is drv The Lte Mountain 
Lte Indians have been hauling water for 
their livestock for weeks 


Felix Sparks director of the Colorado 


Water Conservation Board said last 
week that nine out of ten reservoirs in 
Colorado will be drv bv August 


Californians pay $97,000 in try to make rain 


Los Angeles (AP) — California will 


begin emergency cloud seeding 
Wednesday to try to make ram for the 
thirsty Northern California counties and 
help prevent forest fires 


The state has paid $97 000 to Weather 


Modification Inc of Bowman, N D. to 
try to make rain in drouth-stricken 
areas, a state official said Friday 


James Welsh, chief of the Department 


of Water Resources' statewide planning 
branch, said three twin-engine seeding 


airplanes will be guided by ground-based 
radar to spot clouds having enough vapor 
to make ram Weather Modification 
plans to use silver iodide crystals, a 
conventional seeding agent to wring 
moisture from clouds over the parcned 
Sierra Nevada and Coastal Range moun- 
tains, where the threat of forest fires is 
greatest The project will run until the 
end of October 


Seeding will also occur over the Kern 


River watershed and over a wide area 
from the Merced River north to the 
Oregon River, Welsh said 


' We mav cause some inconvenience to 


hikers and back-packers in the moun- 
tains ' because of the seeding, Welsh 
added "but we feel it will be worth it if 
we can get a little more water to the 
hardest-hit parts of the state and if we 
can wet down the vegetation in those 
mountains 


Squabble halts decipering of 4,500-year-old tablets

Rome <UPI> —Disagreement between 


two Italian scholars is delaying work on 
recently discovered 4,500-year-old 
tablets believed to recount the stones of 
the Old Testament long before that por- 
tion of the Bible was written 


The two scholars cannot agree on 


how to go about deciphering 15,000 4,500- 
\ear-old clay tablets unearthed in the 
lost kingdom of Ebla. some 30 miles 
south of Aleppo, Syria, and haded by 
arcbeologists as comparable to the dis- 
covery of the Dead Sea scrolls and the 
RoseUa stone which gave the key to an- 
cient Egyptian hieroglyphs 


The tablets prove the existence of a 


vast kingdom unknown until now winch 
rivaled those of Mesopotamia and Egypt

As the first tablets are deciphered, 


evidence is mounting that the people of 
Ebla may have been the ancestors of the 
Hebrews who later appeared in 
Palestine worshipping the one god of the 
Old Testament 


Several tablets suggest Eber, 


referred to in Genesis 10 21 as the great- 
great-great-great-grand father of the 
Jewish patriarch Abraham, was kind of 
Alba around 2.300 BC. Others refer to 
the creation and flood, ancient aties and 
kings like David and Saul 


It took the Italian mown 13 years to 


find all the tablets 


Mission leader is Rome University's 


Prof. Paolo Matthiae, 37, an 
archeoJogKt 


But the only roan in toe world who 


can decipher the wedge-shaped 
cuneiform script is Prof Giovanni Pet- 
tmato. 42. the top assynologut and 
srnnerologist at Rome University. 


And the two disagree on how to go 


about the work. The result is that 
Matthiae has sbfl not supplied Pettinito 
with photographs of 1,600 tablets taken 
by the expedition last year. 


In an interview at his Rome apart- 


ment where be is studying the tablet 
photographs with which MattHae has 
supplied him - about 900 - PettiBito 
said "Matthiae wants to call in 
qualified international scholars to Wp 
with the work. That is putting the cart 


before the horse The key is that word 
'qualified' Any scholar called in will 
have to go back to school and learn the 
new language which I have called Paleo- 
Canaamte" 


He also admits there are modern 


political considerations because the site 
of Ebla is in an Arab nation confronting 
Israel 


"I have to be extremely careful 


about references to the Old Testament or 
I shall finish op being accused of 
Zionism," Pettmato said 


Privately, some mission members 


have expressed fears that the Syrians 
might stop work if too much proof of an 
early Hebrew presence is uncovered. 
Such evidence, these members daim, 
might add to later territorial claims by 
Israeli religions zealots 


All the tablets are being held in the 


Akppo Museum and the evidence so far 
is that Elba was put to the torch around 
2.250 BC by one of the great Akkad 
kings. Naram-Sm or Sargon the Great 


"The revotetionary and explosive 


nature of the Ebla archives clearly 
means we will have to resolve many 
historical facts and rewrite the 
geography of the ancient Near East11 


Pettmato said 


The Ebla kingdom, be says, 


stretched as far south as Sinan. in- 
cluding all of Palestine, Lebanon and 
Syria of recent history, and touched 
Cyprus hi the west and Mesopotamia in 
the East The tables refer to ancient 
cities like Gaza, Mepddo (Armaged- 


don), Melchizedech. Sodom and 
Gomorrah with which Ebla traded 


"Many of these names occur in the 


same form in the Old Testament, so that 
a certain interdependence between the 
culture of Ebla and that of the Old Testa- 
ment must be granted," sa.d Pettmato 


The tablets also contain the earliest 


known reference to Urusahma — 
Jerusalem 


The breakthrough in translating 


them came with the discovery of the 
world s oldest known dictionaries one 
tablet containing 1,000 words of the 
known dead language Sumenan 
transcnoed into the unknown Eolaite 


"There are references to a flood and 


creation myth What this means is that 
the legends existed long before the Old 
Testament was written, but of course 
does not necessarily mean they are true 
It is possible that in that area there was 
a great catastrophic flood," Matthiae 
said 


More work on the tablets may 


produce the answers 


Pettmato said, "At the moment it is 


rather like reading every 50th page in a 
book and trying to piece together the 
plot

Looking for a class cottage? Try this number. . .

Beverly Hills, Calif. (AP) - Elaine 


Young, a glamorous real estate agent with a 
show business pedigree, was selling a house to 
a star couple when the clients balked: For $1 
million, the house had just one bathroom. 


"I got up all my courage," she recalls, 


"and I said, 'Well, what do you want for a 
million dollars?' " 


The couple laughed — and bought the 


house. "They said they would add another 
bathroom." 


Although Young admits that line won't 


work on many clients, the attitude is symp- 
tomatic of a celebrity real estate market gone 
mad. 


"I was showing a house to someone famous 


for $700,000 and they were so excited because 
everything they'd seen was either $!)95,000 or $1 
million," Young says. "The world must think 
we're crazy." 


Crazy or not. it's a living. 
Elaine Young, daughter of a movie 


executive, ex-wife of actor Gig Young and a 
member of the prestigious Mike Silverman 
Agency, last year sold $8 million to $9 million 
worth of property herself. The agency's gross 
came closer to $30 million. 


Most of it was sold to movie, TV and recor- 


ding stars and executives. All of the house 
hunters had special requirements and were 
willing to pay top dollar to get what they 
wanted. 


Cher Bono needed lots of closets. O.J. 


Simpson wanted a tennis court. Tom Jones 
opted for a moody atmosphere. 


One common denominator is they all want 


privacy," Young says. "Everybody is so 
worried about burglaries and kidnapings. 
Everybody wants privacy and a swimming 
pool." 


A house without a pool is unthinkable in the 


Beverly Hills, Bel-Air. Holmby Hills area 
where the stars seek a roof over their heads. 
But there's more. 


"Projection 
rooms are very big in 


Southern California," says Young. "But 
Numero Lino is tennis courts. People are so 
tennis happy. They'll pay $100,000 more than a 
house is worth to get a tennis court." 


For rock stars, a recording studio on the 


premises is a must. For those with families, 
multiple bathrooms are preferred. 


"Everybody wants two bathrooms off the 


master bedroom now," sighs Young. "God for- 
bid the husband and wife should wash their 
teeth in the same sink." 


A show business couple who have bought in 


Bel Air and are now hunting a Malibu beach 
house are Marty Richards and Mary Lea John- 
son, movie producers who head the Producer

Circle Co. She is a member of the Johnson & 
Johnson drug family. 


They also maintain a New York apartment 


and a New Jersey estate. Prices in the Bel-Air- 
Beverly Hills enclave are "astronomical," 
they say. 


"This is probably the highest priced real 


estate in the country with the exception of a 
very small part of Palm Beach." Richards 
said. 


They bought a Bel-Air house last year for 


$600.000. It's worth S700.000 now. Twenty years 
ago. the previous owner paid $167,000 for the 
house, originally built by Al Jolson. 


Today's prices "are painful to anyone," 


Richards says, but celebrities will pay — 


because there "are certain areas where you're 
supposed to live when you start making money 
here." And besides, "Houses here are so 
gorgeous it's like looking at dozens of birthday 
cakes and not knowing which to choose." 


Real estate brokers try to make the 


choices easy. 


Agency owner Silverman, who bills 


himself as "realtor to the stars,"' has spent 25 
years perfecting a style of real estate 
salesmanship as soft as sable and fine silk. 


A celebrity arriving to look at a $2 million 


house is welcomed with a chilled glass of 
expensive wine or perhaps a cocktail. Soft 
music in the background. Money is rarely dis-. 
cussed. 


Do his clients worry about cost? "If they 


do, they conceal it nicely," he says. The agen- 
cy handles nothing under $250,000. 


Young closes many deals at the posh Bistro 


restaurant, the Silverman Agency's next-door 
neighbor in Beverly Hills. 


Her largest sale to date was a $2 million 


house sold to producer Dino DiLaurentis. Now 
she's shooting for three. "I just listed a house 
in Holmby Hills for $3 million," she says, "and 
I know it will sell." 


What do you get for $3 million? 
"It has two or three acres, a tennis court 


and it's just very gracious," says Ms. Young. 
"The address is a status symbol. Holmby Hills 
is so exclusive that pretty soon there will be 
nothing there under $1 million. It also has the 
highest taxes." 


The yearly tax on Cher Bono's recently 


sold home was $24.000, she notes. 


Finding prospective buyers for these mini- 


palaces is a special talent closely akin to being 
a gossip monger. 


"You have to know who's passed away, 


who's getting a divorce," says Ms. Young. "I 
read the trade papers and the gossip columns. 


"I arn friendly with the chauffeurs because 


there is no better source of information and 
gossip — who's looking for a house and who's 
doing what to whom. They know every- 
thing ... 


"Then there are the maids. The maids in 


every house adore me. I get a phone call from a 
maid saying, 'So and so is having a fight. Be 
prepared; their house may be on the market.' 
Sometimes I know that someone is getting a 
divorce before he does!" 


Frequently, Young will re-sell a house 


several times as the owners move on to other 
mansions. 


"I've sold one house six times," she says. 


The residents included Cher and Barbra Strei- 
sand. 


"People move around and change houses 


like people change clothes. I don't know if it's 
boredom, money or new relationships." 


Each time an owner moves, she says, the 


price rises. 


Not every transaction is a triumph, of 


course. A while ago she found the perfect house 
for singer Tom Jones. Jones and his wife made 
a down payment and flew to Europe. 


"Three days before they were to move in, 


the owner died," Young recalls. They arrived 
and found a wake going on in the house with a 
casket sitting in the living room. Jones thought 
those were bad vibes and the deal was off. 


"Stars," says Young, "are very 


superstitious."

Tourists going 
whee over air, 
space museum 


Washington (UPI) — The 


National Air and Space 
Museum, which displays tiie 
instruments of mankind's 
flights from the beach at Kitty 
Hawk to the surface of the 
moon, opened a year ago and is 
solidly established as 
Washington's most popular 
tourist attraction. 


The $41 million Smithsonian 


Museum has received 9.6 
million visits — an average of 
26.000 a day, far more than the 
White House or the Washington 
monument which can accom- 
modate relatively few at one 
time. 


These summer days, 55,000 a 


day arrive, so many that the 
guards have had to close the 
doors when the three-block 
long building reached its safe 
capacity of 8.000. A majority of 
visitors are under 35.

The DSG said major 


achievements included a tax 
reduction law, government 
reorganization authority for 
Carter, economic stimulus 
bills, other job-creating 
programs and extension of 
emergency jobless benefits. 


The energy package is 


moving on schedule through 
the house, with a target 
passage date in the first week 
of August still intact. 


Other major bills nearing 


final action include the clean 
air act, strip mine controls, 
creation of a cabinet-level 
department of energy, repeal 
of the ban against federal 
employes running for partisan 
political office, and the youth 
employment and job training 
act. 


Florida courts to permit television, radio coverage 


Miami (DPI) — The doors of 


all Florida courts will be 
opened for the first time in 
history Tuesday for a year- 
long experiment of unlimited 
television, still camera and 
broadcast news coverage of 
justice in action. 


Georgia, Washington and 


Alabama allow cameras in 
courts, but only with the con- 
sent of every trial participant 
— a restriction that has 
limited trial coverage. 


The only restraints on 


Florida's media are strict 
guidelines covering camera 
equipment, lighting, noise 
levels and the number of 
Cameramen per courtroom. 


The Florida Supreme Court's 


climaxed a two-year effort by 
Post-Newsweek stations 
WPLG-TV in Miami and 
WJXT-TV in Jacksonville to 
overturn Canon 3A, which bars 
cameras and recording equip- 
ment from state courts. 


The 
supreme 
court 


authorized an experimental 
filming of a civil and criminal 
trial in a Tallahassee court. 
When that effort "met with 
total failure," the justices, on 
April 7, 1977, issued this 
historic order: 


"It is the decision of this 


court to invoke a pilot program 
with a duration of one year 
during which the electronic 
-nation. 


media, including still 
photography, may televise and 
photograph, at their discre- 
tion, judicial proceedings, 
civil, criminal and appellate, 
in all courts of the State of 
Florida." 


The legal community, with 


few exceptions, greeted the 
high court's order with alarm 
and warnings it would create a 
circus-like atmosphere in the 
halls of justice that would see 
witnesses, attorneys, juries 
and possibly even judges 
"playing to the cameras." 


B. J. Masterson of St. 


Petersburg, past president of 
the powerful Florida Academy 
of Trial Lawyers, said: "Most 
judges and attorneys believe it 
will have an adverse affect, 
but I think it's a good thing. I 
believe the 'government in the 
sunshine law' should apply to 
all three branches of 
government." 


Miami Circuit Court Judge 


Grady Crawford tried to get 
the supreme court to limit the 
experiment to only two of 
Florida's 20 judicial circuits. 
The justices refused, saying 
"this would severely limit the 
experience this court seeks to 
gain from the pilot program." 


After weeks of consulting 


with the media, trial judges 
and attorneys, the supreme 
court issued media guidelines 
it said would ensure adequate

or distracting with judicial 
proceedings. 


The guidelines allow only 


one audio system, one televi- 
sion camera and operator and 
one still photographer, using 
only two cameras and four 
lenses, in any trial court. Two 
television cameras and 
operators, however, will be 
allowed in Florida's appellate 
courts. 


Cameramen cannot use ar- 


tificial lighting devices in 


court or change film and lenses 
during formal proceedings. 
They must take a fixed position 
in a designated area and re- 
main there until a court break 
or recess. 


Although the guidelines are 


specific to the point of even 
naming camera brands and 
models, presiding judges were 
given leeway to set camera 
positions, and approve other 
camera equipment, audio 
systems and supplemental 
lighting. The supreme court, 
however, barred the media 


from appealing any judge's 
rulings under the guidelines 
until the end of the year-long 
pilot program. 


Jn several judicial circuits, 


judges got together with media 
representatives and gave ad- 
vance approval to camera 
equipment, lighting and court- 
room .camera positions. 


The limit on cameramen will 


require media "pools" for 
high-interest trials. Electronic 
and print newsmen from the 
Florida panhandle to Miami 
have held numerous meetings 


in past weeks to work out local 
arrangements. Professional 
rivalry, when it surfaced in 
pool meetings, was put aside 
for the overall interest of the 
media. 


"We have agreed that 


anyone wanting pictures will 
get them," said Paul Hogan, 
managing editor of the Tampa 
Tribune. "The court decision 
has placed the onus on us (the 
media). If we have any 
problems among ourselves, 
they are going to throw all of 
us out."

Talking the untalkable 


That wasn't a firecracker White House 


energy adviser James R. Schlesinger 
placed under the population as the holiday 
weekend waxed. It was the working 
drawing of a time bomb. 


Schlesinger quietly said that if 


Americans are unwilling to reduce national 
gasoline consumption through the economic 
goad of a gradually increasing tax- 
influenced price, the last-step alternative in 
achieving the same objective is rationing. 
And the President has not forbidden such 
Contingency planning. 


In between now and such an extreme — 


absent a bracing gas tax — there are op- 
tions. They bunch up under the heading of 
reduced opportunity to purchase gasoline. 
Inconvenience. Restricted access to the 
retail supply. 


Yet the fact Schlesinger volunteered 


the thought of rationing tells you President 
Carter will not settle for the motor vehicle 
status quo on U.S. streets and highways, 
even if Congress does. Carter is committed 
to a reduction of gasoline consumption of 
10' r by 1985. preferably won by citizen self- 
discipline. 


If that tack doesn't work, well, "per- 


suasion" is the next step. 


Millions of Americans persist in 


thinking all this will go away, that they will 
be saved from the strictures of the national 
energy problem somehow, some way. If not 
by Superman, or Spiderman, or Doc 
Savage, or even Farrah Fawcett-Majors, 


then, surely, by the wizards of applied 
science. 


Look elsewhere for miracles is the 


cogent advice of Richard C. Atkinson, head 
of the National Science Foundation. 


Atkinson warns that popular expec- 


tations of stunning scientific breakthroughs 
to preserve lifestyles at low, popular prices 
is a "false idea ... There is no five-year 
solution. Science just doesn't operate with 
those turnaround times." 


Basic scientific research underway 


now will make it possible for the problem of 
national energy self-sufficiency 
to be 


smartly handled, if not licked — maybe 25 
or more years down the road. 


Atkinson underscores that America's 


wonderful moon landing effort was made 
possible only because the basic theoretical 
and scientific groundwork had been laid in 
the 1940s and 1950s. 


As for energy, which touches directly 


on checking oil and gasoline consumption, 
the NSF leader said, "I don't see anything 
around that will come forward and con- 
vince us we don't need to have an energy 
program." 


Which gets us back into the near-term 


circuit: If Americans don't want to change 
their ways independently, and balk at one 
governmental solution 
— tax-coerced 


energy prices — there are other solutions, 
including mildly cutting off supply and, 
finally, rationing. 


Clear gain for consumers 


The movement uncovering First 


Amendment foundation blocks to so-called 
commercial free speech was given another 
advance by the U.S. Supreme Court the 
other day. 


That was. of course, the court's holding 


lawyers may not be prohibited, by their 
associations or state governments, from 
advertising. 


The opinion overturns an arbitrary 


professional curb of nearly 70 years dura- 
tion. In that time, the bar collectively has 
come more than 70 years ridding itself, or 
shedding itself, of censorious practices. 


Ethical advertising will not imperil the 


dignity of the contemporary bar. 


The Supreme Court's act permitting 


advertising of specific services for specific 
prices follows a previous bit of good work, 
invalidating lawyer minimum fee 
schedules. 


Taken together, the two decisions 


represent a clear gain for the consumer. 


Expectations are that the Supreme 


Court is correct projecting a reduction in 
the cost of some basic legal services, such 
as drawing a simple will, handling a routine 
real estate transaction, etc. 


Cheaper legal services should 


stimulate an increase in the number of 
Americans subsequently seeking the 
professional help of license practitioners. 


Tom Burke, president-elect of the 


Nebraska State Bar Assn.. sounds a par- 
ticularly cooperative note in lauding the 
Supreme Court opinion. Burke is eager that 
more JVebraskans know about the profes- 
sion, how its members can assist people 
and advertising "might help us tell that 
story." 


With that kind of attitude, the bar can't 


lose. 


Specialized background (very specialized) 


There is something crazily compelling 


about a case decided by the Nebraska 
Supreme Court the other day. 


This gent, you see, was surprised inside 


the Fort Cody Trading Post at North Platte 
at 3:30 a.m. He had in hand a crowbar and 
walkie-talkie. He otherwise possessed a 
revolver, a pair of gloves, a flashlight, a 
pocket knife and a wire with alligator clips 
on each end. 


The charge, successfully prosecuted, 


was possession of burglary tools, with in- 
tent to use them to break and enter. 


In a stroke of unusual innovativeness, 


the county attorney put an expert witness 
on the stand, an individual who gave his 


status as "retired burglar." After five con- 
victions, he had decided to change oc- 
cupations. 


With the straightest of judicial face, the 


Supreme Court concurred that "if scien- 
tific, technical or other specialized 
knowledge will assist the trier of fact... a 
witness qualified as an expert by 
knowledge, skill, experience, training or 
education may testify thereto in the form of 
an opinion or otherwise." 


Judge Harry Spencer could not resist 


commenting "it would be hard to find a per- 
son more qualified as an expert witness" on 
burglary tools than the witness in this case. 
We agree. 


An old battlefield evokes solemn thoughts 
while America races madly in pursuit of fun

Vicksburg, Miss. — Here at the national 


military park, the tourists come and go 
talking of the heat. The cannon shimmer in 
the unrelenting Southern sun, the parking lot 
looks like a display of late-model campers, 
and the people head for the main building 
where they can see a film version of the 
Vicksburg campaign in air-conditioned com- 
fort. 


Across the street at the Gulf station, an 


endless line of cars waits for service. As I 
pulled up, a father was ordering his large and 
cranky family back into a bright yellow van, 
pointing at his watch and saying they needed 
to make time. Grudgingly, they complied and 
piled in. Across the back of the van was 
emblazoned the legend: The Fun Wagon. 


In Jackson that evening, a friend men- 


tioned that he visits the military park oc- 
casionally but never in the summer. He did 
recommend one site in the park for purely 
scenic reasons — a cool bluff overlooking the 
Mississippi. 


My own favorite site is undistinguished 


by the scenery. It's the slope where well- 
named Graveyard Road intersected the 
Confederate lines around Vicksburg, the site 
of a Confederate redan or triangular fort. 
Stockade Redan, it is called, and it is dis- 
tinguished only by what happened there. 


After U.S. Grant had spent six months in 


unsuccessful attempts to take the city, he 
finally outflanked it and chased the rebs all 
the way back from Jackson. He expected to 
find Vicksburg easy pickings after that. 


The honor of the first probe went to 


William Tecumseh Sherman. Three Union 
brigades converged on Stockade Redan, but 
found themselves pinned down. The 83rd In- 
diana Infantry came close and one battalion 
of the U.S. Third Infantry got as far as the 
ditch immediately in front of the fort but 
couldn't make it across. The cost of the probe 


against a supposedly demoralized enemy: A 
thousand casualties. Gen. Sherman was 
later to prove more effective against purely 
civilian objectives. 


Three days later, May 22, 1863, the 


tenacious Grant ordered another try at the 
redan. This time the attack came as part of a 
general advance all along the line preceded 
by a massive, synchronized barrage. The 
murderous Union preponderance in artillery 
assured heavy Confederate casualties. Then 
came the infantry, led by 150 volunteers 
("The 
Forlorn Hope") carrying planks on 


which to throw themselves across the ditch 
and ladders with which to scale the walls of 
the fort. 


The ladders were never used. The 


Confederates who had survived the artillery 
barrage held their fire until the advancing 
troops were almost at the ditch, then fired a 
withering volley that filled Graveyard Road 
with the dead and wounded. Grenades were 
then rolled down the slope, adding to the car- 
nage. Yet some federals got to the foot of the 
slope and two Union color bearers actually 
managed to plant thp'r flag atop the crest. It 
was the high point of Jie charge. Both Union 
assaults that day, one morning and one after- 
noon, failed. 


Gen. Grant decided to besiege the city 


rather than attack it. The battle of the redan 
had persuaded him that his surest allies were 
famine and exhaustion, and he would make 
full use of them, both at Vicksburg and next 
year in the East. Lincoln had found his 
general and the general the important 
elements of his strategy. 


I was reminded of the redan later while 


catching up on my reading. In the New York 
Times, there was a review of a new novel 
about Spain. It was not a favorable review. 
The novel's hero is said to be unbelievable 
because he talks and thinks "only about such 
fandango qualities as honor, dignity, bravery 
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and attachment to the soil." Clearly a 
character out of synch with the times. Like 
the redan at the end of Graveyard Road on a 
hot summer day in the latter half of the 20th 
Century. 


Who would try to take it today by hand, 


carrying planks and ladders? Who would need 
to in the age of the machine gun and satura- 
tion bombing? Who would hold on for six 
bloody, sweltering weeks with food and am- 
munition disappearing and the rats and mules 
starting to look tempting' For what — fan- 
dango qualities like honor, dignity, bravery 
and attachment to the soil9 


Now a call for national sacrifice means 


saving gasoline, and Congress seems to 
object even to that. Military service is to be 
left to professionals who will be paid for it. 
America should be a summer festival. And 
yet listening to the tourists grumble, one gets 
the impression that all is not well in the Fun 
Wagon. As though the qualities displayed at 
Stockade Redan more than a hundred 
summers ago were still important, and mis- 
sed.

Erma 's Desire is fulfilled, but not Nebraska 
9s

"Erma was here." 
That's what some graffiti artist, otherwise 


known as a vandal, has scrawled on the side of 
"Erma's Desire," the most controversial and 
maybe the best of Nebraska's Bicentennial 
sculptures, located at the Grand Island rest stop 
along Interstate 80. 


But it's no problem. "Erma's" cor-ten steel 


is virtually vandal-proof. It's rusting toward a 
handsome reddish-brown, as intended. The graf- 
fiti is already fading. 


There is one problem, though. 


Keen memories will recall there were sup- 


posed to be ten works of art in what has become 
known as Nebraska's 500-mile long sculpture 
garden. 


Seven of them were dedicated on July 4, 


1976, our nation's 200th birthday. Who can forget 
that famous ride, the lieutenant governor and 
other dignitaries leapfrogging across the state to 
touch down at every sculpture-adorned comfort 
station? Certainly not the Army National Guard, 
which furnished the helicopters — in violation of 
regulations, it turned out. 


Two months later, in September, the eighth 


piece was dedicated. But now, on the eve of 
Independence Day 1977, sculptures 9 and 10 are 
not on the horizon, either literally or figurative- 
ly. The project ran out of money. 


Backers still hope to raise enough funds to 


finish the job. The National Endowment for the 
Arts has been asked for $35,000, says Denise 
Wilson, assistant to the project director, Art 
Thompson. 


The endowment provided some money for 


the earlier sculptures. So did the state and 
national bicentennial commissions. But more 
came from donations, by individuals, businesses 
and organizations. And there'll have to be 
another $35,000 in gifts to match the endowment 
cash, if it comes. That would bring the total cost 
of the undertaking to nearly $600,000. 


If the endowment money materializes, it 


won't be until late this year. So the earliest the 
two final sculptures could be in place would be 
sometime next year, perhaps by the 202nd 
birthday of the country. Better late than never, 
even for a Bicentennial project. 


Apparently the sculptors have faith in 


Nebraska. Ms. Wilson reports that Jerry 
Rothman in California and Steven Urry in New 


Nebraska's missing Interstate 
sculptures: Steven Urry's "Platte 
River Ribbon" (right), scheduled 
for the Cozad rest stop, and 
(below) Jerry Rothman's "Seed of 
Nebraska," planned at Kimball. 


York already have done some preliminary work 
on their pieces. 


If the endowment money and the donations 


don't materialize, it seems safe to assume the 
sculptures at the Cozad and Kimball rest stops 
won't either. 


That would be pretty embarrassing. In 


gaining favorable attention for Nebraska, the 
sculptures rank right up there with the 
Unicameral and football. Newspapers and 
magazines across America have hailed the 
project as one of the most imaginative to come 
along anywhere during the Bicentennial year. 


Estimates last summer were that as many 


as 1.000 travelers a day were stopping to look at 
the sculptures. According to people who manned 


the tourist information booths, three-fourths of 
them were from out of state, and the ratio of 
good vs. bad reactions was 13 to 1. Requests i<.r 
information about the project still come from 
other states, Ms. Wilson says. 


If the project falls short of its goal, the 


state's boosters will have to draw in their horns 
a little. Here's a typical expression of pride 
from "Nebraska on the March," a publication of 
the state's Department of Economic 
Development: 


" ... the sculptures will stand as a 


reminder of the Bicentennial celebration, of the 
importance of American sculpture in 1976 and of 
the ability of Nebraskans to work together and 
succeed."

There is more, Adults no

Stores 
specializing in fantasy and 
science fiction games are 
opening in such confirmation- 
of-trend places as Durham, 
N.C. 


National Lampoon recently 


began publishing Heavy Metal, 
a monthly adult fantasy

fowl was tossed into this

Anthem 
still gleams 
for Caruso 


Hartford, Conn. (UPI) — 


Look out America, Frank 
Caruso's at it again. This time 
he's not going to give up until 
all of us are singing The Star 
Spangied Banner at the top of 
our lungs. 


"Let's learn it, let's love it, 


let's sing it," pleads the 
diminutive 81-year-old Caruso, 
his face crimson with the 
rocket's red glare, his hands 
trembling with excitement at 
the twilight's last gleaming. 


Angered by professional 


singers who put down The Star 
Spangled Banner because it 
was hard to sing, Caruso, a 
music teacher, began a 
frustrating one-man battle in 
the late 1950s to keep America 
singing the national Anthem. 


"I wanted to do a good turn 


for millions of Americans who 
can't do justice to the song and 
millions of young people who 
don't even know the words," 
he said. 


Some professional singers 


don't like to sing it — some for 
reasons other than its farflung 
range. 


Caruso copyrighted three 


easy to sing versions of The 
Star Spangled Banner — one 
for senior citizens, one for 
young people and one for 
public gatherings. 


By changing a few octaves, 


Caruso was able to retain the 
flavor and spirit of the anthem 
and make it easier to sing. 
- Then he began bombarding 
'presidents, congressmen, 
radio stations and record com- 
panies with promotions of his 
arrangements. 


At first, his idea received 


widespread acclaim. 


Presidents Eisenhower. 


Kennedy and Johnson lauded 
his patriotic achievement. The 
flartford 
city council un- 


animously endorsed his com- 
positions. The Connecticut 
legislature passed a resolution 
urging congress to adopt the 
new arrangements. 


But. in recent years, 


Caruso's plea to save the 
national anthem has fallen on 
tone deaf ears. 


President Nixon had his 


secretary answer Caruso's 
letter.'And each year. 
Congress failed to pass the 
resolution endorsing his songs. 
By the time President Ford 
was elected. Caruso had just 
about given up. 


And then came Jimmy. 
"He's the reason I've started 


this again." Caruso said. 
"President Carter tells 
Americans to call up .and 
talk." 


Caruso wrote Carter 


explaining the plight of The 
Star Spangled Banner. He 
received a neatly engraved car 
from the White House, 
thanking him for his concern. 


"That's enough for me." 


said the man who has been 
-teaching singing for 51 years. 
"He's interested." 


So Caruso's at it again. And 


the words just start tumbling 
out. 


•Til give the President my 


copyright. He can do anything 
he wants with it. I don't care 
about the money. It's for the 
people. 


"You take those singers 


from the Metro (Metropolitan 
"Opera House in New York) 
who don't like it That's stupid.

Horrified opponents of the 
people-killing neutron bomb 
will resume trying to ban it 
when Congress returns July 10, 
but backers seem to have the 
Senate votes needed to move 
the weapon toward production. 


Senate Democratic Leader 


Robert Byrd. exhausted by 
hours of wrangling over the 
issue Friday, simply called a 
halt to debate and sent the 
Senate home for the holidays 
with instructions to resume the 
argument when it returns. 


By that time Sen. John Stea- 


ms, D-Miss., probably will 
have mustered the votes be 
needs to approve production 
funds for the neutron bomb un- 
der special conditions, 
knowledgable Senate sources 
said Saturday 


When the battling resumes, 


Stennis will have the company 
of 12 conservative senators 
who had left early for vacation 
and were not around for 
Friday's bust-up, they said.

John 
Heinz, R-Pa., in an effort to 
cut all funding for the weapon.

battlefield skirmishes into 
fullscale nuclear wars. 
Whoever gets hit by a neutron 
bomb, they suggested, might 
bit back with nuclear weapons.

It's not bees at all, be said. 


It's moths. 


"You see, this material 


builds up in the papa stage, 
between toe caterpillar and the 
adult stage of the moth," be 
explained.

Disgruntled residents, un-

Stevens emerging as high court maverick

Washington (DPI) - Junior 


Justice John Paul Stevens is 
emerging as the unpredictable 
individualist on a Supreme 
Court still controlled by the 
four-man "Nixon bloc" and 
much criticized for ignoring 
civil liberties. 


In the term that ended last 


week, Stevens spoke out 
forcefully in major cases on 
obscenity and the rights of 
public school students. 


His dissenting opinions, 


chiding the majority for 
treading on constitutional 
rights, were welcomed by 
Justices William Brennan and 
Thurgood Marshall, who often 
are a "liberal" minority of two 
in such matters. 


At other times, Stevens — 


Gerald Ford's only appointee 
— joined the Nixon group 
headed by Chief Justice 
Warren Burger, which firmly 


controls the voting in today's 
court. 


The 154 cases decided in the 


1976-77 term did little to erase 
the court's image as a tribunal 
ready to leave to Congress and 
state legislatures many issues 
considered worthy of attention 
when Earl Warren was chief 
justice. 


The American Civil Liber- 


ties 
Union 
(ACLU) 


characterized the term as 
"almost unrelievedly dismal," 
with retreats in race and sex 
discrimination as well as abor- 
tion. 


"Hather than fulfilling its 


historic function as a check on 
the power of the majority, the 
court has too often shown im- 
proper deference to popular 
opinion .. .," the ACLU said. 


But Stevens, who was a 


judge on the 7th U.S. Circuit 
court of appeals when Gerald 
Ford nominated him to the 


high court in 1975, adopted an 
increasingly independent view 
this term that made it clear 
Nixon appointees Burger, 
Harry Blackmun, Lewis 
Powell and William Rehnquist 
could not be sure of his vote. 


Blackmun also occasionally 


pulled away from the group's 
government-oriented outlook, 
and his votes are being careful- 
ly watched by court observers. 


He vigorously dissented 


from the June 20 ruling giving 
states freedom to withhold fun- 
ding of elective abortions un- 
der Medicaid, saying it would 
allow the "cancer of poverty" 
f> continue spreading. 
Blackmun wrote the court's 
1973 opinion striking down 
most state abortion laws, and 
he said this term's ruling 
would let states indirectly do 
what was forbidden by that 
decision four years ago. 


Justice Byron White, a 


Kennedy appointee, almost 
always is with the Nixon bloc. 
Justice Potter Stewart, ap- 
pointed by Eisenhower, joins it 
less often. 


Stevens dissenter from con- 


troversial rulings that federal 
law does not require com- 
panies to include pregnant 
women in their employe dis- 
ability insurance plans and 
that a public school pupil who 
is severely paddled has no 
rights under the Constitution, 
although he has redress in 
state courts. 


And he wrote a much-quoted 


dissent to an opinion that made 
federal law against mailing 
obscenp material apply in 
states with more lenient 
statutes. 


He proposed controlling por- 


nography through civil laws 
rather 
than 
criminal 


prosecutions, saying: "The 
dire predictions about the 
baneful effects of these 
materials are disturbingly 
reminiscent of arguments 
formerly made about the 
availability of what are now 
valued as works of art." 


In the new term beginning 


Oct. 3, the justices will con- 
sider a challenge to Ohio's 
capital punishment law, age 
discrimination cases and an 
already-famous "reverse dis- 
crimination" case in which a 
student who failed to win ad- 
mission to professional school 
claimed his rights were 
violated by a special program 
for minorities. The court also 
will rule whether Richard 
Nixon's White House tapes 
which have been used as 
evidence at trial and already 
are in the public domain may 
be mass marketed and broad- 
cast by networks. 


Baker foresees heavy '80 GOP primary

Washington (AP) - Senate 


Republican leader Howard 
Baker says 11 or more 
Republicans may battle for the 
1980 GOP presidential nomina- 
tion in what he predicts will be 
a long series of "full throttle" 
primary contests. 


He says he's not ready to 


place his own name on the list. 


In an interview in his minori- 


ty leader's office, Baker 
assessed the current political 
situation and suggested the 38 
Republicans he leads in the 
Senate may turn out to be that 
body's most cohesive and 
politically potent force. 


Baker said he has en- 


couraged both former Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford and former 
California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan to consider the 
possibility of another presiden- 
tial bid. 


The others, whom he said 


either have expressed an in- 
terest or have been mentioned 
by others, include five 
senators, one House member, 
one mayor and two governors. 


They include Sens. Charles 


Percy, R-I1L, Mark Hatfield, 
R-Ore., Richard Schweiker, R- 
Pa., Bob Dole, R-Kan., and 
Paul Laxalt, R-Nev. 


He also mentioned Gov. 


James Thompson of Illinois 
and Robert Ray of Iowa. 


Baker said Rep. Jack Kemp 


of New York might be on such 
a list as well as Mayor Pete 
Wilson of San Diego, Calif., a 
possible contender in the 
California governor's race 
described by Baker as "a 
bright young Republican." 


"I expect the primary 


system to operate at full throt- 
tle in '80," the GOP leader 
said. 


Baker said he already has 


set his own timetable but that 
it does not extend beyond the 
next two years. 


He said he intends to concen- 


trate on his job as the nation's 
highest ranking elected GOP 
official while stepping up his 
speaking schedule around the 
nation this year on behalf of in- 
cumbent GOP senators 
seeking reelection. 


He said that in 1978 he will 


increase his speaking load in 
order to support the campaigns 
of all or most GOP Senate 
nominees while at the same 
time concentrating on his own 
re-election contest. 


He then plans a vacation, 


and, assuming he has won his 
race, will campaign for relec- 
tion as minority leader. 


Baker is predicting 


"modest" gains in the Senate 
during the 1978 elections and 
"substantial" gains in the 
House in the range of 30 or 40 
seats. 


And he said that so far, 


President Carter appears to be 
giving Republican presidei tial 
hopefuls plenty of ammunition 
for their prospective cam- 
paigns. 


Baker said that from his 


"admittedly partisan" point of 
view, Carter is leaving himself 
open to accusations of 
"amateurism" in foreign af- 
fairs and in his dealings with 
Congress. 


Courts reluctant to judge what makes good education

New York — College and 


school administrators across 
the country greeted with relief 
a court decision in Bridgeport, 
Conn., that denied a tuition re- 
fund to a student who con- 
tended she did not learn what 
was promised in a catalogue 
course description. 


In a well-publicized case in- 


voving the University of 
Bridgeport, Judge Michael J. 
Sicilian of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas ruled in effect that 
colleges did not provide con- 
sumer services in the ordinary 
sense of the word. 


Educating young minds is 


not the same as "building a 
house 
or 
ladder 
or 


automobile," Judge Sicilian 
declared in an oral statement 
accepting a defense motion for 
a directed verdict of not guilty. 


The agreement between a 


student and a college "is a con- 
tract 
which 
involves 


specialized, highly qualified 
talent and experts to guide and 
develop the reasoning and in- 
telligence of students," he 
said. 


The decision is the latest in a 


growing number of consumer 
actions in which students or 
their parents are challenging 
the judgments and policies of 
professional educators and, in 
some cases, asking damages. 
As in the Bridgeport case, 
most of the court victories 
have thus far gone to the in- 
stitutions, but Herbert L. 
Cohen, chairman of the board 
of 
the 
university, 


warned this week against 
"taking too much comfort 
from this decision." 


•'Public opinion is beginning 


to turn against educators," 
said Cohen, whose law firm, 
Cohen and Wolf, handled the 
case for the university. 
"You're beginning to get 
rumblings of dissent at all 
levels, from elementary school 
parents who don't like the idea 
of striking teachers to com- 
plaints that students aren't 
learning to read and write. 
There are cases out here that 
can be won." 


The Bridgeport case was 


filed three years ago by Ilene 
lanniello, a mother of three 
who enrolled in a program that 
would give her a bachelor's 
degree in teaching high school 
business courses. 


In her suit, which first was 


filed in Small Claims Court but 
later transferred to Civil Court 
for a jury trial at the univer- 
sity's request, Mrs. lanniello 
charged that she did not learn 
anything worthwhile in the 
course. Classroom time, she 
said, was "Substantially 
devoted to the instructor 
reading aloud pamphlets and 
other materials already dis- 
tributed to the class." 
Assignments, she stated, in- 
cluded summarizing textbook 
chapters. She asked the univer- 
sity to return her $155 in tuition 
and fees. 


The case never reached the 


jury. Earlier this month 
Sicilian approved a defense 
motion for a directed verdict 
of not guilty. In a thousand- 
word oral explanation be took 
the position that education was 
a complex field and that courts 
should stay as far away as 
possible from judgments about 
what constitutes educational 
equality. 


This reluctance to involve a 


judicial system in subjective 


educational decisions or 
judgments 
is 
shared 


elsewhere. In San Francisco, 
for example, a young man 
known as "Peter Doe" sued 
the local school district on the 
ground that he could not read 
beyond the fifth-grade level 
and thus had been unable to 
support himself. The State- 
Court of Appeals rejected the 
claim on the ground that it was 
impossible for anyone, least of 
all the court, to define proper 
academic procedures. 


"Unlike the activity of the 


highway, or the marketplace, 
classroom methodology af- 
fords no readily acceptable 
standards of care, or cause, or 
injury," it declared. "The 
science of pedagogy itself is 
fraught with different and con- 
flicting theories of how or what 
a child should be taught, and 
any layman might — and com- 
monly does — have is own 
emphatic views on the sub- 
ject." 


A similar suit is pending in 


Copiague, N. Y., on Long 
Island, where a 19-year-old un- 
employed carpenter has filed 
suit charging the local high 
school with "educational 
malpractice" because, he con- 
tends, although he received a 
diploma last June, he could 
only read at a third-grade 
level. 


The California court also 


took note of another argument 
raised by the University of 
Bridgeport in its motion for a 
directed verdict of not guilty: 
the consequences of a series of 
verdicts favorable to dis- 
gruntled students. It said that 
schools "are already beset by 
social and financial problems 
which have gone to major 
litigation, but for which no per- 


manent solution has yet 
appeared." 


"The 
ultimate 
con- 


sequences, in terms of public 
time and money, would burden 
them — and society — beyond 
calculation," the court 
declared. 


Robert Lesser, Mrs. Ian- 


niello's attorney, rejected the 
argument there was a fun- 
damental difference between 
education and other businesses 
and said he would appeal the 
verdict to the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the State Supreme 
Court. "Education should be 
treated like any other con- 
sumer item," he said. "People 
pay high tuition, and they can 
expect schools to supervise 
what happens 
in the 


classroom. Academic freedom 
does not mean leaving 
teachers alone " 


University of Bridgeport ad- 


ministrators privately 
acknowledge that the course in 
question left something to be 
desired in terms of quality. 
While adhering to the principle 
of judicial noninvolvement in 
academic judgments, Cohen, 
the board chairman, warned 
that universities were 
vulnerable to other types of 
consumer suits. 


"There are plenty of faculty 


members, not necessarily at 
Bridgeport, who are taking 
liberties," he said. "They 
leave classes early, or don't 
give homework or tests, or 
they bring in guest lecturers 
who talk about how they spent 
their summer. You won't hear 
much from regular students 
taking a full load. But the guy 
who is working hard during the 
day and paying $250 to learn 
something at night wants his 
money's worth."

Smith's 
RF chief 
resigns 


Salisbury, Rhodesia (AP) - 


The chairman of Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's ruling 
Rhodesian Front party (RF) 
announced his resignation 
Saturday, attacking Smith as 
"tired and negative" and 
lacking in leadership. 


I5es Frost's resignation 


comes as Smith faces moun- 
ting opposition in the all-white 
parly to his apparent 
willingness to eventually hand 
over power to the black 
majority in this wartorn coun- 
try. 


Frost told reporters he 


would "wait and see" whether 
he would join the so-called 
"Group of 12," a dozen Rhode- 
sian Front members of Parlia- 
ment who oppose Smith's 
proposals for dismantling 
racist laws and his moves 
toward black majority rule. 


Several party officials at the 


local level also have quit in re- 
cent weeks. Smith's party, 
which unilaterally declared 
this former colony's in- 
dependence from Britain in 
1965, has held power here since 
1962. 


There has been growing 


speculation that the Group of 
12 will establish a right-wing 
opposition party to push for 
elections in which they might 
wrest additional seats from 
Smith supporters in the parlia- 
ment. All 50 whites in the 66- 
member parliament are 
Rhodesian Front members. 


Frost, 52, a South African- 


born farmer, announced in a 
statement that he had resigned 
the chairmanship and quit the 
party at the same time. 


"It would be completely dis- 


honest of me if I continued in 
the RF, thereby giving tacit 
support to a leader who has 
shown increasing evidence of a 
total lack of leadership, plan- 
ning and direction," he said.

the day. In Beirut, Christian leaders said they had no reports 
of a battle at Yarine. 


Ecevit faces confidence vote 
Ankara, Turkey (AP) — Less than a month after winning the 
national elections, Premier Bulent Ecevit's center-left 
government faces the strong possibility of defeat on its first 
vote of confidence in parliament Sunday. Political observers 
say a failure by Ecevit to win support in the National 
Assembly could once again plunge this nation into political 
crisis and a weak, squabbling coalition rule unable to cope 
with serious economic and foreign-relations problems and 
deteriorating internal security. 


Autonomy for Catalonia approved 
Madrid (UPI) — The Spanish government Saturday an- 
nounced its approval of autonomy for the rich industrial 
region of Catalonia and other independence-minded regions 
of Spain. An Interior Ministry communique said ultimate 
solution to the home rule question must come from the newly 
elected Cortes (Parliament) but offered a transitional for- 
mula to start regaining regional institutions "beginning 
now."

State's Fourth of July corn 
knee-high, indeed— to 
giraffe

Corn is as high as an elephant's eye 


this Fourth of July instead of knee-high, 
as tradition says. 


Crop and pasture conditions 


throughout Nebraska are reported to be 
good except for a few counties where dry 
weather or, in some cases, too much rain 
and some nail have struck. 


Dawson County, with above-normal 


rainfall, reports lush growth 
everywhere. 


"Crops look just great. We have had 


21'i inches of rain since March 1. That's 
a full year's normal rainfall," says 
Harold Stevens, Dawson County agent. 


The only exception to the reports of 


excellent crops was registered in 
southeast Nebraska. Loyd Young, direc- 
tor of the southeast extension area, says 
crops in some counties there are thirsty 
but still look good." 


John Bowers, office manager of the 


Lancaster County Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service, says crop 
prospects north of Lincoln are much 


better than those in the southern half of 
the county. 


"We could still produce a tremendous 


grain sorghum crop if we get regular 
rains through August," he said. 


Official crop estimates won't be 


available until July 12 but, based on the 
five-year average, Nebraska should 
produce a corn crop of 553.7 million 
bushels, an oat crop of 31.8 million 
bushels, a barley crop of 1.1 million 
bushels, a rye crop of 1.2 million bushels, 
a sorghum crop of 124.9 million bushels, 
a wheat crop of 103.7 million bushels and 
a soybean crop of 34.7 million bushels. 


Yields may exceed averages because 


of the beneficial growing season. 


Dr. Don Hanway, former chairman of 


the agronomy department at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, credits good weather, 
better hybrids, better fertilization and 
earlier planting. 


"About the only thing that is still knee- 


high on the Fourth of July anymore is the 
third planting of sweet corn in gardens," 
he said. 


"We have had much warmer 


temperatures than normal and farmers 
plant much earlier than they did with 
horses, so we need a new standard for 
judging the crop's progress." 


The early crop could produce higher- 


than normal yields if there is adequate 
moisture. "You never know what will 
happen with weather," Hanway said, 
"but the earlier maturity should allow 
crops more sunlight during the grain- 
producing stage. That could produce a 
higher yield if the moisture is there." 


Although state crops generally are 


prospering, there are some trouble spots 
in a crop damage report compiled by 
Harold Rademacher, special assistant to 
the state ASCS Committee. 


Richardson, Nemaha, Otoe, Cass, 


Johnson and Pawnee counties in the 
southeast and Dundee, Hitchcock and 
Hays counties in the southwest are short 
of moisture. 


Hail and other storm crop damage 


reports are incomplete, but as many as 
200.000 acres may have sustained 
damage from hail, wind and excessive 
rain during June.

Insurgents in Nebraska unions are 


attempting to wrest control of the labor 
movement from what they see as an out- 
of-touch, Old Guard leadership. 


AFL-CIO President Bill Brennan, who 


doubles as an Omaha state senator, is 
being challenged directly and from the 
flank. 


Sam Scarpello, using his independent 


and active Omaha electricians local as a 
base, is trying to topple Brennan. The 
challenge in the mid-August elections 
will be the first serious attack on an in- 
cumbent president in anyone's memory. 


Some change in the AFL-CIO top 


leadership is assured with the retire- 
ment of secretary-treasurer 
Nels 


Petersen. Lincoln Central Labor Union 
President Rex King and Victor Meyers 
of Omaha, state Committee on Political 
Education Chief, are competing for that 
post. 


Most labor insiders expect the King- 


Meyers race to be a dandy, but clean. 


Although Scarpello and Brennan 


publicly exchange pleasantries with each 
other, their race is expected to be hot 
and personal. The challenge has the 
potential of widening cracks in labor's 
public solidarity. 


Many insiders have told The Sunday 


Journal and Star privately they see the 
hand of Omaha Central Labor Union 
President Terry Moore in the conflict. 
"Terry is an issue in everything 
anymore," said one observer. 


It is the contrast in styles between 


Moore and Brennan that apparently has 
led to a rift, which they publicly deny 
exists. An3 there are those" who say that 
whenever an Omaha labor chief is an ac- 
tivist — and Moore is — conflict with the 
state president is inevitable. With more 
than 50% of the state's 75,000 union 
members living in Omaha, they say, 
there is jealousy over who speaks for 
those workers. 


Moore, 34, has the air of a junior bank 


executive. He is intense as he tries to 
choose words from a growing vocabulary 
while thoughts race through his mind. 


Styling himself as a civic leader as 


well as a labor chief, Moore has 
proposed a 14-story labor building as part 
of downtown Omaha's redevelopment. 


In a Ban-Lon shirt, Brennan, 56, seems 


at home in his office at the Carpenters 
Building in the old industrial section 
north of downtown. He worked his way 
up to the post from the building trades. 
He can be gruff. 


There is no hesitancy when Brennan is 


asked and names the labor leader he 
most identifies with. It's George Meany, 
the crusty patriarch of the AFL-CIO. 


The same question put to Moore brings 


a different answer: Leonard Woodcock, 
retired president of the independent 
United Auto Workers and President Jim- 
my Carter's choice as envoy to China. 


Brennan is vulnerable, many say, 


because he does not mend his fences well 
with local union presidents and does not 
stay close enough to the rank and file. 


Not speaking of Brennan specifically, 


Moore said, "In some cases, the old 
guard of labor has not progressed with 
the membership. Instead, they have been 
aloof and not cognizant of the daily 
frustration of a worker, his wife and 
three children facing house payments, 
car payments, etc." 


Moore runs a frantic schedule to keep 


in touch with the membership. But then 
he has to, observers say. He goes public 
with so many issues that he gets into 
trouble often and has to get out. 


"He may have stepped on a few too 


many toes." said Martin McNeil, 
legislative director for the United 
Transportation Union. "Terry needs to 
get his feet on the ground a little." 


McNeil says EuWicJy_wha^everyone in

labor says privately: "Moore is a little 
too ambitious." 


Among Moore's supporters are the 


growing Retail Clerks Union and its 
president, Gene Babb. "I disagree with a 
lot of what Terry does," Babb said, "but 
at least he is trying to do something. 
When you do that, you make enemies. It 
takes the spotlight away from other peo- 
ple, and they don't like it." 


Another Moore supporter is Scarpello. 


Although he says he works well with 
Brennan and Moore. Scarpello declared: 
"Terry Moore is doing a good job with a 
fresh approach." 


The reason 43-year-old Scarpello is 


running: "I thought we needed fresh 
leadership at the state office." 


Moore is officially neutral, as was 


Brennan in Moore's Omaha campaign. 
The neutrality apparently did not in 
Brennan's case and does not for Moore 
extend beyond the surface. 


Being isolated, a close observer says 


"Brennan is open to a hustler like 
Moore." 


"Sometimes," he cautioned, "you 


can't afford to win, and that is the case 
now with Terry Moore." 


If Moore helps to engineer a Scarpello 


victory, where does Brennan go with 
those local unions loyal to him and an- 
tagonistic to Moore? 


A Scarpello victory, even with Moore's 


help, is seen as unlikely. "Terry has his 
strength in Omaha, but I don't think he 
can carry it to the state elections," said 
McNeil, who has pledged his union's sup- 
port to Brennan. 


The legislator has picked up the en- 


dorsement of the important building 
trade unions, which some observers 
thought might aid Scarpello by staying 
officially neutral. 


Brennan does not say who else he has 


lined up. "I'm 
fighting for my 


livelihood" is all Brennan, who doesn't 
like to talk to reporters, would say about 
his election strategy. 


Initially, Brennan tried to play down 


the challenge by Scarpello on grounds 
that it might not materialize at the con- 
vention. Scarpello says he is in it to stay. 


If Brennan survives, as most expect, 


no one seems sure whether he will 
emerge stronger or weaker. That may 


'Lion's den' poses no problem 
for state power study chief

Adam Kubik apparently isn't overly cautious about 


walking into the proverbial lion's den. 


That's indicated by the fact he sought and won the job 


of project director for a stody of Nebraska's public power 
industry. 


Heading such a stady, particularly one that may 


result in recommendations for significant changes, 
guarantees him a central position hi what conld turn into 
another major power industry battle. 


Kobik received a hint of what he was walking into 1H 


years ago when the firm be then worked for, O'Brien It 
Gere Engineers, conducted a chief power stady for the 
Legislatare. 


Little criticism was directed at Knbik over the initial 


stady findings: That the Nebraska and Omaha PaWic 
Power Districts generally were weD-managed atilities 
charging bur and reasonable rates. 


The criticism came when Kubik and his firm 


recommended an in-depth stady that might produce a 
radical overhaal of the state's power indtstry. 


The 1977 Legislatare aathorind a stady and initial 


work is ander way. 


Batik isn't wefl known outside legislative and power 


industry drclei, although the task he's andertaken could 
affect every Nebraskan. 


He says he's sometimes referred to as a "New York 


consultant" That's because be was a vice president of 
O'Brien A Gere, Syracase, N.Y., antfl be retired in 
Janaary. 


Today, Kobik uys, he's a Nebraska resident, 


Nebraska taxpayer and aa employe (aader contract) «f 
(he Nebraska Ughftatare. 


His Nebraska status is quite different from his situa- 


tion as a young man in his native Poland. 


Kubik says be was 18 in 1939 when Hitler and Stalin 


agreed to divide Poland between them. Kubik wound up in 
Russia's share. 


The Russians beW a referendum to see if the Polish 


people wanted to become part of the Soviet Union, he 
says. 


People were berded into large buildings and asked 


what they wanted. Those who voted against joining the 
Soviet Union were taken out by soldiers and never seen 
again, Kubik says. "So the vote came oat 100% hi favor of 
joining Russia." 


Kubik and other able-bodied mates were drafted into 


the Red Army. He decided that wasn't for Urn, so he 
deserted the second day, jampug off a Uuup train and 
hiding. 


A week after Kabik deserted the Hessian Army,

not be decided until 1979, when Moore 
faces reelection.

State crime 
rate off 7% 
from 1976

The number of criminal offenses 


reported in Nebraska during the first 
three months of 1977 decreased 7% from 
the same period last year, the Stale 
Crime Commission reported Saturday. 


Crimes of violence decreased 7%. the 


commission reported. Murder- 
manslaughter decreased 8%; forcible 
rape 287° and felony assault 14%. 
However, robbery increased 13%. 


The commission said crimes against 


property decreased 7% across the state. 
Burglary went up 1% and motor vehicle 
theft increased 12%, while larceny-theft 
decreased 11%. 


During the first three months of the 


year, the Omaha Police Department 
reported increases in the number of 
murder-manslaughters, 
robberies, 


burglaries and motor vehicle thefts, but 
noted decreases in the number of 
reported forcible rapes, felony assaults 
and larceny-thefts. 


In Lincoln, police reported increases in 


the number of robbery cases from 16 to 
22 and motor vehicle theft from 18 to 108. 
The number of luuidei-manslaughter 
cases declined from two to one; forcible 
rape from eight to six: felony assault 
from 41 to 35: burglary from 341 to 2S7; 
and Urceny-tbeft from 1,452 to 1,416.

When the modern American unions 


were organizing, the unity of workers 
was the favorite theme of songs sung at 
their rallies. 


Today, Nebraska's 75,000 union 


members include pharmacists as well as 
laborers and the goals are more complex 
than merely a decent wage. 


"We can't be effective unless we are 


cohesive," says Bill Brennan in a 
familiar refrain. 


Even he admits organized labor is not 


a monolithic group with all its members 
marching in stride. But he would like his 
enemies (and friends) outside the labor 


movement to think that is the case. 


Workers in their 20s are causing 


problems for union leaders. In contract 
disputes, Victor Meyers of the state 
AFL-C10 office says, new requests have 
been added to traditional demands for 
pension benefits and higher wages: day 
cure centers and prepaid legal services. 


"How labor leaders cope with the 


younger worker and the philosophical 
differences among the unions from ul- 
traliberal to ultraconsefvative will be all 
important for their future," says State 
Labor Commissioner Gerald Chizek. 


Omaha Central Labor Union President 


Terry Moore, 34, is part of the youth 
movement in unions. 


"I feel the major reason young 


members 
aren't using 
their 


aggressiveness and intelligence for the 
union is that they never suffered the 
hardships of the 1920s and 1930s," Moore 
says. "He or she came into a program 
developed into an ongoing system. They 
never had to fight for a job or to 
organize. 


"In essence, a lot of young members 


are passive because of this." 


Moore, Brennan and other labor 


leaders are critical of the schools for ig- 


noring the rise of organized labor. But 
then labor isn't very good at telling its 
own story to its membership or the com- 
munity, Moore says. 


Brennan is reluctant to talk to 


newsmen, as are several other labor 
leaders. 


"Do I feel the news media are an- 


tilabor? 'Yes,' without equivocation," 
said Dean Kocina, a representative of 
the Machinsits Union. 


"There is a definite attempt by the 


press to fragment labor," Brennan says. 


The various labor councils try to han- 


dle their disputes internally, Kocina and 


Brennan say. The AFL-CIO executive 
board tries to work with the maze of in- 
dependent local unions and area councils 
to reach compromises, they say. 


"We don't need more divisiveness in 


this organization," said Brennan. 


Organizing new plants has been dif- 


ficult, Brennan says, with a string of 
legal roadblocks and the movement of in- 
dustry to small towns. 


It is the time and expense involved, not 


necessarily any small town anti- 
unionism, which creates the problem, 
Brennan said.

Rural water concerns trickling 


Washington — Capitol Hill veterans believe the Carter 


administration has flunked its first real test involving rural 
America. 


They feel the Carterites have become so mesmerized by 


government reorganization and cost-cutting studies that 
they're unable to handle or deliberately have downgraded 
situations which demand urgent attention. 


After nearly six months of running the government, one 


farm-state Democrat said, "they wouldn't recognize an 
emergency if the Mississippi and Missouri rivers both ran 
dry at the same time." 


But it's not those two rivers' water levels that are 


worrying legislators and others here. It's the drying-up of 
wells and streams serving as survival lines for many small 
rural communities. 


Even though Congress handed the administration the 


means of rescuing such water-parched areas, there has been 
a definite reluctance on the part of agencies here to 
mobilize. Officials have adopted an almost cavalier attitude 
toward the new community facility drouth emergency loan 
and grant program designed to upgrade municipal water 
systems of small rural communities. 


The program, with its $150 million 'in 5% loans and $75 


million in grants, was the congressional response to the 
worrisome water problems brought about by the continuing 
drouth. 


Dumped like a hot coal 


Instead of providing clear direction and guidance, the 


administration acted like the new program was a hot coal 
and dumped it into the laps of states and local communities. 
Even if they knew of the program — and evidence indicates 
many didn't and still don't — small towns are ill-equipped 
and ill-suited to take advantage of or interpret the provisions 
without federal and top-level state help. And that has been 
lacking sorely. 


The U.S. Agriculture Dept.'s decision in the past week to 


interpret the law's language to underwrite, as a "temporary 
measure," efforts by small towns to haul water or run lines 
from nearby water sources bears the heavy footprint of 
lowan Dick Clark. 


Had it not been for Democrat Clark, there's doubt the 


administration would have acted as quickly as it did in this 
area. As chairman, he used his Senate rural development 
subcommittee on June 22 to chide publicly and call to ac- 
count officials for their "passive approach" and lack of 
responsiveness in carrying out the new program. Two days 
later, they acted, not unmindful that antagonizing a chair- 
man, is only asking for future trouble. 


Hearing draws few 


But the administration apparently is not the only one 


with passive attitudes. Even though the hearing had as its 
focus the growing water problems of small towns, only one 
subcommittee member. Oklahoma Republican Henry 
Bellmon. bothered to show up and then only briefly. Among 
the absentees were Minnesota Democrat Hubert Humphrey 
and Republicans Carl Curtis of Nebraska and Robert Dole of 
Kansas. Curtis and Dole, however, did submit written 
questions. 


"It appears to me," Clark told Ag Dept. officials, "that 


the program has been swallowed up by the bureaucracy and 
is simply being run as a regular, nonemergency program, 
with regular rules and on a regular schedule." 


As far as he was concerned, he said. "I do not think 


adequate efforts have been made to respond to the emergen- 
cy nature of the problems which the program is supposed to 
address." 


Clark suggested officials sitting in Washington had little 


realization that the failure of water supplies presents small 
towns "with a crisis they are not prepared to meet in many 
cases." What's more, he declared, "many ... also already 
have financial problems caused by recent increases in costs 
of schools and other services and are strapped for funds." • 


Alex Mercure, assistant secretary- of agriculture for 


rural development, could only acknowledge that "they are 
very real issues. We probably have not responded as 
adequately as we should have."

O'Brien & Gere most of the time since coming to this 
country. 


In Kubik's view, there are several major problems 


within Nebraska's public power industry. That view is 
shared by most members of the industry. 


But Kubik also believes industry problems really are 


"a scenario without a villain." That means, he says, none 
of the electric utilities considers itself to blame for the 
problems. 


Kubik says he realizes it will take legislative action to 


make significant changes in the power industry. He also 
realizes the industry can be a potent force in the 
Legislature, he says. 


At a meeting with industry representatives last week, 


Kubik maintained that a statewide power study is essen- 
tially an exercise in negotiations and compromises. 


He says he's convinced that major change can't be 


forced on the power industry. The best method is to 
educate industry leaders, senators and the public, be 
says.

K State wins prize for sorghum turbine 


Richland, Wash. (UPI) - 


Kansas State University has 
won the nationwide Energy 
Resource Alternatives II com- 
petition with its power 
producing turbine fueled by 
extracts of sorghum, the 
state's abundant cereal crop. 


The 
Kansas 
State 


engineering students, led by 
Reginald Moore, produced 
ethanol from sorghum stalk 
strainings and then used the 
fuel to drive an internal com- 
bustion engine which in turn 
drives an electrical generator. 


While it may not become the 


economical fuel of the future 
for all mankind, Kansans now 
have a new use for their 
sorghum crop and can save 
energy and money in the 
process. 


The Kansas State entry out- 


scored 28 others in the "week 
long competition at the 100 
square mile Hanford Atomic 
Works near this central 
Washington community. 


The windmills and various 


energy producing contraptions 
brought here from throughout 


ihe nation by tomorrow's 
scientists contrasted sharply 
with the sleek, multibillion 
dollar nuclear powered plants 
operating or under construc- 
tion at this massive govern- 
ment energy compound. 


Student engineers were 


tested on their ability to use 
any energy other than oil or 
natural gas to produce power. 


The testing came in four 


phases: innovation, perfor- 
mance, the economics of each 
idea and its marketability. 


Entries included solar ponds, 


solar cells, horizontal axis 
windmills and a vertical axis 
darrius. 


A vertical axis turbine won 


the University of Oklahoma 
engineering team second place 
in the competition. Officials of 
the energy research and 
development administration 
also expressed interest in 
buying the plans from the 
team. 


Team co-captains Ricky and 


Larry Palmer told government 
officials they could build one 
for $200.000. 


The vertical axis machine 


consists of a 16-foot steel cen- 
tral support column and six 11- 
foot blade support arms at- 
tached to it which, when blown 
by the wind, gives the turbine a 
very high efficiency and a 
steady 115 volt output through 
a generator hookup nearby. 


West Virginia University 


took third with a methane 
digestion system. Biological 


wastes were converted to 
methane to fuel a generator. 


The grand innovation 


award went to the University 
of Texas-Austin team, which 
created a parabolic through 
collector, a series of solar heat 
collecters which create steam 
which in turn generates steam 
engines. The ambitious project 
included 18 troughs, eight feet 
long and four feet in diameter. 


The majority of the entries 


were windmill variations. 


During the week of trials and 


testing, two projects blew over 
in sudden gusts and on the final 
24-hour run there was not suf- 
ficient wind to show a steady 
performance. 


Next year, the engineering 


world series will concentrate 
on energy efficient vehicles. A 
place and time for the event 
has not been selected.

Hebron irrigation magnate 
develops a dent-proof shingle

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Hebron — The irrigation industry already 


recognizes Richard Reinke as a mover and 
shaker. His highly successful pivot systems 
have made him a millionaire. 


He's also become a stamper, frequently 


demonstrating with cowboy boots the dent- 
resistance of the "Reinke shakes." That's no 
personal ailment. It's a patented item he says 
may well revolutionize the shingle industry. 


"This should be every bit as big as our 


Electrogators and other pivots," said the 
Thayer county native, who has built a $25 
million annual business in just under a decade. 
"Of course metal shingles are nothing new—a 
half dozen were being made at the torn of the 
century. The difference is, the others weren't 
made right" 


Reinke. who gels his real kicks from inven- 


ting rather than nuking money, was issued a 
patent last March on the light-weight 
aluminum shingle. Said to be hail-proof and 
fireproof, the product derives its strength 
mainly from unusually narrow corrugation 
Keinke developed. 


Reinke and Jeanne Serge, manager of a 


Hebron plant which will start production by 
mid-July, insist they're not exaggerating in 
their slogan: "Shingle for the last timer' 


With a 17-ton punch press just moved to the 


onetime lumber yard wbicb will serve as a fac- 
tory, production awaits only the arrive] of an 
ordered W,flOO pounds of ahomnam. A Kansas 
City firm which helped develop an all- 


der contract since last November. 


Utilizing pressure of 150 tons, the press 


will spit out some 1,800 shingles per hour. The 
plant has 12 employes, most of them involved 
in the installation which is a required part of 
purchase. 


According to Mrs. Sorge, whose 


managerial preparation included "some real 
rooftop work in co-o-ld November," the shakes 
are cheaper than ordinary quarter-inch wood 
shingles. And their weight of 46 pounds per; 
square is about one-fifth that of the lightest • 
asphalt Shingling an average house with the 
aluminum costs about $2.000. 


More than 20 buildings, most of them in 


Thayer county, have the new material on their 
roofs. A Memorial Day weekend hailstorm 
which hit Deshler had Mrs. Sorge almost 
literally shouting from the housetops.

committee, the partially- 
completed 210-mile canal 
system in central South 
Dakota and its $10 million 
pumping plant will serve as 
headstones for the 33-year-old 
project. 


"The project is completely 


dead. When the money runs out 
(Sept. 30), we'll close up 
shop," said Bob McKeithan, 
aide to Sen. George McGovern. 


However, members of an 


Oahe task force have voted to 
send a three-man delegation to 
Washington to plead their case 
with President Carter. The 
task force also gave tentative 
approval to seven project 
modifications. 


In a letter to Gov. Richard 


Kneip, U.S. Rep. James Abd- 
nor, R-S.D., called for a 
special legislative session to 
authorize a referendum on 


Oahe. 


Kneip said he will call a 


special legislative session if 
the President and Congress 
would agree to abide by the 
referendum's outcome. 


John Sieh, chairman of the 


Oahe conservancy sub-district 
board, countered the referen- 
dum proposal with a plan to 
kill Oahe immediately. 


Although the project is 


financed until Sept. 30, Sieh 
said canal digging should stop 
until "the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion decides what the ditches 
will be used for."

Lawyer: court decisions could 
end Omaha school integration 


Omaha (AP) — A specialist 


in constitutional law thinks re- 
cent U.S. Supreme Court 
decisions could lead to a rever- 
sal or a slimmed-down version 
of the Omaha School District 
integration plan. 


Richard Shugrue, Creighton 


University law professor, said 
recent Supreme Court 
decisions mark a shift from its 
1973 "landmark" ruling that 
ordered the Denver schools to 
desegregate. 


The 8th U.S. Circuit Court of 


Appeals has been ordered to 
review the Omaha case. School 
board attorneys have said the 
Supreme Court order suggests 
the circuit court should decide 
whether the school board in- 
tentionally caused segrega- 
tion, and whether the current 
integration plan is too broad. 


Following the Denver deci- 


sion school board attorneys in 
Omaha and elsewhere said it 
would be difficult for any ur- 
ban district to prove it had not 
segregated. 


However, Shugrue said the 


emphasis of the Burger court 
now seems to be on proving 
that a school board has com- 
mitted blatant violations of 
constitutional rights of 
students.

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Solar house performance better

The University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln (UNL) and Lincoln 
Electric System's (LES) solar 
demonstration house has com- 
pleted its second winter of 
operation, with slightly better 
performance than the first 
despite more severe weather, 
reports Richard C. Bourne, its 
designer and UNL associate 
professor 
of 
construction 


management 


The solar-heat demonstra- 


tion house, operating since 
November 1975, was developed 
b> the NU College of 
Engineering and Technology in 
cooperation with LES 


Data gathered by Roger 


Eigenberg, NU research 


associate for the project, 
shows that solar input has fur- 
nished 44% of the heating 
supplied by the mechanical 
system Bourne estimates that 
an additional 22% of winter 
heating required was provided 
directly to the house through 
large south windows 


During its first summer of 


operation, Bourne said, the 
system did not save energy, 
but through nighttime heat 
pump operation demonstrated 
total off-peak electrical energy 
consumption That represents 
a major incentive for system 
use, he said 


The one-story slab- or grade- 


house has been designed for 
low energy consumption as 


well as solar energy use 


The solar collection system 


uses a 2 5-ton heat pump within 
a 920 square foot enclosed attic 
chamber. A 238-square-foot 
array of clear fiberglass is a 
roofing and solar collection 
surface 


For summer operation, solar 


energy is not collected Reflec- 
tive insulating panels placed 
on the inside of the clear 
fiberglass virtually eliminate 
solar gam 


Bourne said the project is a 


success, showing the potential 
to extend 
heat pump 


capabilities into northern 
climate zones where they 
seldom have been used in the 
past 


After the 4th 
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Power plant decisions face NPPD 


The Nebraska Public Power District (NPPD) is in the 


unenviable position of having to make some multi-million- 
dollar decisions that may be more easily criticized than 


• praised 


The NPPD board will be asked later this month to decide 


where to build another coal-fired power plant and where to 
build another nuclear power plant. 


The coal-fired plant, which may cost something in the 


range of $500 million, wouldn't be producing electricity for at 
least seven years 


The nuclear plant, likely to cost around $1 billion or 


more, wouldn't be generating electricity for at least 11 
years 


While the problems are NPPD's, the impact of the 


decisions will affect thousands of Nebraskans and illustrate 
the problems faced by every utility that generates electnci- 
: ty 


If the two proposed power plants are to be operating 


within the time frame outlined by NPPD, major decisions 
must be made now And making such decisions means spen- 
ding ratepayers' money 


The key problem is that tne need for the power plants is 


based on estimates of an increase in customer demand for 
electricity in future years 


It's obvious no one knows what the demand for electrici- 


ty will be 7 to 11 years from now, regardless of what area is 
being looked at 


Even NPPD experts make no claims their estimates are 


guaranteed They, like othej utility forecasters, have seen 
too many changes in recent years But they do maintain their 
estimates are the best available 


The problem faced by the NPPD board — and one 


they're fully aware of — is whether to accept NPPD staff es- 
timates of future demand for electricity 


Assume the board accepts the NPPD estimates and 


forges ahead, thereby commitmg $1 5 billion in ratepayer 
money If the demand for electricity proves to be there in the 
1980s, everything is fine If it isn't, NPPD will have to sell 
excess power or be stuck with expensive and idle power 
plants 


Assume the board doesn't buy staff estimates, maybe 


deciding only one of the plants should be built or the plants 
should be smaller than the staff recommends 


If future demand for electricity proves to be less than 


the staff estimates, everything might be fine But if demand 
meets or exceeds staff estimates, NPPD customers might 
face power outages or the prospect of high electric bills to 
pay for expensive imported power. 


A major problem faced by all utilities building genera- 


tion or transmission facilities is the long lead time necessary 
for planning and construction 


Even though NPPD has spent quite a bit of time and 


money working on the two proposed plants, it still estimates 
it »i'l take seven years to have an operating coal-fired plant 
and 11 years for an operating nuclear plant 


Delay a decision on either unit for one year and you 


simply push the completion date one year or more farther 
into the future 


The long lead time eliminates any option of delaying a 


decision until NPPD can be relatively certain there will be 
an increase in demand for electricity on the scale the staff 
estimates 


Because of the guesswork — educated though it may be 


— involved in estimating future demand for electricity, 
utilities are easy targets for criticism by those convinced the 
world is changing more than some utility leaders realize 


The gut issue is that decisions must be made and then 


the ratepayers must wait several years to see if they were 
right or wrong. And if they're wrong, it's sure to take lots of 
money and time to correct.

Midwest will feel the effects of 
an ecommic downturn by fall, 
University of 
Nebraska 


economist Bert Evans 
predicts He thinks "an enor- 
mous disaster" is "building up 


for rural communities and 
farmers " 


During such a downturn, he 


said, banks would foreclose on 
farmers who couldn't repay 
loans, and farm equipment 
dealers and farm supply stores 
would lose business and feel 


pressure from parent com- 
panies to consolidate. 


Evans thinks school bond 


issues would stand less chance 
of passage. Before the down- 
turn could be reversed, he 
said, more farmers would be 
forced out of business and 


small communities would lose 
businesses and residents. 


There is trouble, he said, 


because farmers believe "the 
rhetoric" that their problems 
"somehow can be solved 
without government action and 
that free enterprise will take 
care of it."

move to halt production of the controversial Bl bomber The 
vote was on an amendment to delete funds for the Bl bomber 
from the fiscal 1978 Department of Defense appropriations 
bill 


Members who voted to stop production of the 61 


bomber argued thai it would be the most expensive 
weapon system ever produced and that United 
Mates defense needs would be served better by in- 
vesting m other weaponry such as the cruise missle 
They also said that by the 1980s and 1990s the Bl 
bomber would not be able to penetrate Soviet 
defenses 


Opponents of stopping production of the Bl 


bomber argued that it was needed to modernize 
U S strategic forces in the face of a Soviet arms 
buildup and that it was essential to a well-balanced 
defense program 


The House vote preceded President Carter's 


decision to stop production of the Bl bomber 
Voting not to stop bomber. Cavanaugh (D), Smith (R), 


Thone (R). 


Congressional Pay Raise. By a 181-241 vote, the House 


rejected a move to prohibit use of funds for the pay raise 
which members of Congress and about 20,000 other federal 
officials received effective March 1, 1977 Congressional 
salaries were increased to $57,500 from $44,600 


Supporters of the pay raise pointed out that 


members of Congress and other top federal officials 
had had only one pay raise - 5% — since 1969 and 
that the cost of living had increased by more than 
60% since then They argued that a failure to in- 
crease salaries would prevent many talented people 
from entering government service and that to 
prohibit the funds for increased salaries now would 
actually amount to a pay reduction 


Opponents of the pay raise argued that it is un- 


wise for Congress to increase its own pay during 
a time of economic difficulty and when many 
members were committeed to reduced government 
spending 
Voting to ban pay raise funds Smith (R), Thone (R). 
Voting not to ban funds Cavaoaugh (D). 


Senate 


Abortion funding. The Senate, by a vote of 42 56, refused 


to delete an anti-abortion provision from the 1978 Labor- 
HEW appropriations bill prohibiting the use of federal funds 
to pay for most abortions 


Members who voted to delete the anti abortion 


provision argued that the prohibition on abortion 
funds oiscrrmmates against poor women, depriving 
them of the same personal choices available to 
other women 


Many members who voted not to delete the anti 


abortion provision argued that abortions are moral- 
ly wrong and taxpayers' money should not be spent 
for them On this vote, the anti abortion side aKo in- 
cluded some senators who believed federal funds 
should be available to perform abortions when the 
mother's life is endangered 


The Senate subsequently voted to ban funds for 


abortions except when the life of the mother is en- 
dangered, for the treatment of rape or incest vic- 
tims or when "medically necessary " 
Voting not to delete provision Curtis (R), Zorinsky (D). 
Viet Nam Amnesty. By a 3844 vote, the Senate refused 


to delete a House-passed provision in the fiscal 1978 Justice 
Dept appropriations bill which limits the implementation of 
President Carter's amnesty plan for Selective Service 
violaters 


Supporters of the amnesty program funds 


argued that it is time to bind up the nation's wounds 
and to reconcile the intense divisions caused by the 
war They also said that the measure is an un- 
constitutional impediment to the presidential power 
to pardon and will be struck down by the courts 


Opponents of the amnesty program funds con- 


tended that to provide amnesty for war resisters is 
unfair to those who served, were miured, and died 
in obedience to the nation's law 


Voting against funds Curtis (R), Zorinsky (D) 
Anti-busing. By a vote of 42-51, the Senate refused to 


delete a provision in the fiscal 1978 Labor-HEW ap- 
propriations bill prohibiting use of federal funds for busing 
students to any school other than the school nearest the 
student s home — even if desegregation plans have "paired ' 
or "clustered" schools The Carter administration supports

Why all the vacancies? 


By Gene Kelly 
Cohabitation may be breeding a high rate 


of apartment vacancies. 


Lots of unmarried couples are living 


together. 


And there are many empty apartments in 


Lincoln. 


You could deduce that a change in life 


style is teaching a simple »conomic lesson. 
You might even be right. 


Or you might assume that quite a few 


people who seem determined to outsprint in- 
flation by buying a new home this summer 
used to be apartment dwellers. 


You might even theorize that the rental 


market in Lincoln is overbuilt, at least tem- 
porarily. 


It's likely that these factors all con- 


tributed to today's unusual level of vacancies 
— said to be the highest in perhaps 15 years. 


A higher vacancy level is not unusual in 


the summer in Capital City, since a good 
share of the campus throngs are elsewhere 
soaking up solar energy for the return to 
classes. 


What seems unusual is that the vacancy 


rate in Lincoln has been hitting 12 to 15% 
since late winter, according to Bob Michals, a 
broker who surveyed about a third of the un- 
its in the city. In some complexes on the out- 
skirts, the figure reached 30%, he says. 


A separate survey by State Federal 


Savings and Loan had come up with a vacan- 
cy figure of 2.7% at the end of January, said 
Bob Abell, an appraiser. Its list covered more 
than half of 9,767 units built since 1965. Abell 
says he's noticed many more vacancies since 
winter. 


The normal Lincoln vacancy rate is said 


to be 2 to 5%. "The bottom just fell out of the 
market," said Michals, controller of 
Nebraska Real Estate Corp., which manages 
about 1,500 Lincoln apartment units. 


The volume of 'apartment for rent' ads in 


the Journal and Star during May was nearly 
17% ahead of May a year ago, says Bud 
Callahan, want ad manager. He sees residen- 
tial rentals as "a real, solid economic in- 
dicator ... when there's lots of movement, 
you know that people are feeling good about 
the economy and their jobs. They are moving 
up! 


"There are also a surprising number of 


homes for rent right now.'1 


Savings and loan officers reacted to word 


of the high vacancy rate about a month ago: 
They cut off most lending that involves 
apartments. 


The decision was made "to put a 


moratorium" on apartment construction 
loans in Lincoln, "to head off an overbuilt 
situation like the one that's still a serious 
problem in Omaha." explained Ron 
Matthews, manager of the downtown Lincoln 
branch of Commercial Federal Savings and 
Loan. 


Other major Lincoln S&Ls followed suit, 


but often the ballooning vacancy total wasn't 
their only reason. But it was seen as a strong 
symptom of an ailing property investment 
market

In recent years, brokers say, a Lincoln in- 


vestor could acquire a six or nine-plex and let 
renters pay off the mortgage while the 
property soared in value on the wings of ap- 
preciation. 


The picture is changing, however. 
Despite the local construction surge, Lin- 


coln now seems to have a surplus of apart- 
ment buyers and a shortage of such property. 


Investors are eager to grab real estate 


that is on the market before its price goes up 
again. "The money is burning a hole in their 
pockets," says broker George Hancock. The 
result? "They're paying too much." 


There are few apartment complexes on 


the market that the "average small investor" 
could handle (say $40,000 down on a $200,000 
deal), agrees Chick Thome, president of 
First Federal Lincoln. 


But that isn't the chief dilemma. Han- 


cock says that only one of every three loan 
applications on such complexes is being ap- 
proved. And these loans generally go to older 
units on which buyers have placed large down 
payments. 


Lenders are saying, in effect, that they 


won't be a party to a speculators' market, 
Hancock says. 


Again, other factors may be involved. 
For example, the rent may not be enough 


to give the investor a profit: Appraisers like 
to see a 25% cushion, to take care of vacan- 
cies. 


"A new four-plex, that's going to cost 


maybe $115,000, has got to be fully rented at 
$325 a unit, just to break even," explains Nick 
Jones, manager of the downtown Lincoln 
branch of State Federal Savings and Loan. 


Matthews says he's turned down some 


applications because the selling price was so 
high "there would actually be a negative cash 
flow, even if all apartments were rented." 


The buyer could raise the rent to balance 


the cash flow. That's what should be 
happening anyway, Hancock says. "Rents 
are lagging behind inflation'." 


He has, in fact, notified tenants in some 


complexes that this autumn they'll be paying, 
for the first time, $10 a month to offset higher 
heating bills. "Studies have shown that if a 
tenant pays directly for his utilities, about 
207r> less energy is used," he explained. 


One other major factor caused this cur- 


tailment of mortgage funds. 


Not as many savings dollars are flowing 


into the S&Ls as are being loaned — primari- 
ly for single-family housing. 


Thome says it another way: "Construc- 


tion is outrunning the supply of money. The 
bucks coming in are up about 37o. Lending is 
up about 307C in Lincoln and 25% in Nebraska. 


"It's forcing us to convert debentures in- 


vested with the Federal Home Loan Bank 
into cash." 


Stocks disappointing for first half

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Sailing over the brink of 30 isn't end of the world 


By Kathy Ruttedge 
Turning 30 can be traumatic, glorious or 


trivial. It means the end of childhood for some, 
the indisputable beginning of adulthood, a time for 
reassessment, the prime of life or just another 
birthday. 


A highly unscientific survey of Lincolmtes 


who've passed the mark or are approaching it 
turned up responses ranging from light-hearted to 
lugubrious. 


Women get glints in their eyes and talk about 


reaching their prime; men reminisce about their 
"roaring 20s". Joking remarks are made about 
qualifying for senior citizen passes. Some people 
in their late 30s and early 40s say emphatically 
that turning 30 was a real trauma for them. 


Two Lincoln mental professionals agreed tur- 


ning 30 can be a trauma, especially for unmarried 
persons who are ambivalent about getting 
married, and it can be, and often is, a tune for 
reevaluation of life goals. 


Being 30 has a different meaning for each per- 


son, observes Dr. Shirley Pflug, a psychiatrist in 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln mental health 
division 


Some people set decades as deadlines for ac- 


complishing certain things, she says. Those who 
have reached their goals may not have any 
problem with turning 30. Others may have 
negative associations with turning 30, feeling for 
example, that it symbolizes being worn-out, unat- 
tractive or asexual 


As for turning 30 being more difficult for un- 


married persons, "it might be," Dr. Pflug said, 
unless being single is their goal. 


Women who are childless may confront the 


question of whether they ever want children. 
Before age 30, she says, they may be thinking they 
have plenty of time. 


Above all, Pflug says, persons turning 30 may 


find it to be "a good time to rethink their goals in 
life " 


Another mental health professional, Frank 


Brown, a psychiatric social worker at the Lincoln 
Veterans Hospital, personalized the question. 


"For me, it was a trauma," he said. "I 


became aware that my adolescence was really 
over " 


What saved him, he says, was the realization 


that he could choose to do what was expected of 
persons his age, including making decisions about 
a career and marriage and about having children. 


Speaking more generally, Brown observed 


that turning 30 is "a real rough time for people 
who aren't married." Depression may occur for 
single persons who are not clear about whether 
they want to marry. 


For married persons, Brown says, the 


milestone of 30 may set off thoughts like "Hey, 
I'm getting older," and may be accompanied with 
career or marital crisis. 


He says that every age is a crisis of sorts, and 


such crises happen "not by chance but by 
development" Brown says a person passing 
through such a period might not be aware of it. 


Three things help. Brown says- clarifying 


what you want, deciding what's important to you 
and having people around who are important to 
you and emotionally close. 


In addition to his training as a social worker, 


Brown is a provisional teaching member of the

International Transactional Analysis Assn. and 
has a private counseling service. 


Seven other persons, all either 29 or 30, talked 


about their turnmg-30 thoughts 


Andy Flaster is a New Yorker who came to 


Nebraska in 1968 to attend Pershing College. Since 
his graduation from Tarkio College in Missouri in

1971, he has had various jobs, working in a library, 
at the Beatrice State Home and for the Game and 
Parks Commission 
Presently unemployed, 


Flaster's ambition is to write and direct plays. 


Flaster, who is single, says the thought of tur- 


ning 30 next February brings with it a "heavy an- 
ticipation of what I'm going to do with myself." 
He says societal expectations are that "you 
should be settled down and married and have 2 2 
children." 


The 30s mean for Flaster that "you have to 


readjust your values You're looking to physical 
deterioration. You can't go back." 


He says he was adaptable and "living from 


day to day" in his 20s and the thought of being 30 
makes him more conscious of security. The 
security he will be seeking, he says, is mental 
rather than material. 


Flaster says his 30s will be a "make or break" 


time for him. That's when "you're supposed to be 
doing something." 


Another Lmcolnite, who's contemplating 30 


from the other side, is Mike Bradford, director of 
a volunteer mental health agency. A UNL 
graduate, Bradford is divorced and has one son. 


He spent his 30th birthday going through 


memorabilia, he says, and reflecting on "my 
career, my consciousness and on what ways I had 
grown." 


He sees the 20s as a time of preparation for 


settling down and "starting to live your life " He 
said his most important realization is that he has 
a need for a sense of community, of belonging to a 
group. 


"The most debilitating thing," he said, "has 


been comparing myself to others I grew up with 
who seem further along " It is now important for 
him to have a meaningful relationship with a " 
woman, something that was not so important 
when he was younger. 


Another facet for Bradford is "an incredible 


consciousness of the time I have left I never 
thought of it in my 20s " He now pays more atten- 
tion to religion and philosophy, he says, perhaps 
because of his father's death within the past year. 


A third man, Brian Ridenour, who will be 30 in 


November, finds the milestone has no special 
significance for him. He says he is satisfied with 
his life and not undergoing any trauma. Ridenour, 
an attorney, is married and has one son. 


Kandra Hahn, clerk of the district court for 


Lancaster County, threw a big party for her 30th 
birthday. "I think it hurts the worst the first time

things on over Although sans dressing 
rooms, the stores generally have 
mirrors. 


—Some thrift shops do a much more 


thorough job of sorting and sizing than 
others A tape measure may be helpful, 
but remember, unlike retail stores, 
there are no exchanges, no refunds, no 
returns. 


—Thrift shop merchandise vanes in 


quality and quanuiy Some stores set 
the pnce of a certain item — jeans lor 
example — according U> ihar judg- 
ment of the condition of the garments. 
Thar values may or may not coincide 
with yours. 


-When Ihnft .shopping, shop around 


Pnces vary so greatly, it's practically 
impossible to give a range.

models to test the thesis, he 
points out. 


While comparative studies 


h.jve been cited to show that 
physical workers, such as 
;,<rgo handlers, have fewer 
heart attacks than sedentary- 
workers. Mitchell can point Ui 
si udies. such as one in Finland, 
showing that men who cross- 
country skied all their lives 
had no greater longevity than 
sedentary executives 


Mitchell himself jogs three 


or lour times a week but is un- 
der no illusion aboul the years 
it may add to his life 


"1 run because it adds quali- 


ty to hie." he says "11 con- 
tributes to a general feeling of 
well being. "11 can reduce

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Knicking away 
habit-forming 
for woodcarvers

Woodchucks aside, how much wood would a woodcarver 


carve if a woodcarver would carve wood? Plenty. 


Once you've got the knack, it's all you can do to keep 


from knickine away at something, according to Bob Steele, 
president of the Capitol City Carvers and Collectors Club. 


He started chipping the old block as a five-year-old boy 


in Ainsworth. His home has influenced his work strongly. 
Most of his figures are western clad. 


Like bank accounts, wooden figures can be whittled 


away to nothing if you're not careful. But woodcarving is not 
a hobby for folks who need a detailed how-to. Steele chips 
away at a figure "till it looks about right." He hasn't 
decapitatied a cowboy yet. 


Western figures come naturally to Steele, but other 


kinds require research. "To be a good carver, it helps to 
know a little about costume and era and anatomy. And you 
have to be a bit of a sculptor," he explains. 


Each of the 35 club members has a very distinctive style, 


determined in part by the subject they choose but also by the 
tools they use and how they use them. Some whittle with a 
tiny knife about the diameter of a dentist's tool; others do 
preliminary work with a chainsaw. 


Don Pitts works very much in miniature. A walnut chip- 


munk, viewed through a magnifying glass, represents 100 of 
hours of precision work. A wooden fan that opens and closes 
and displays a fragile design has a circumference much less 
than that of a quarter, but it took Pitts 75 hours to create it. 
He also designs jewelry from walnut and cherry wood, some 
with inlaid insignia carved from mother of pearl. 


As Dale Lahm, club secretary, begins carving his 


wooden Indian, he is carrying on a tradition handed down 
from colonial times. Seafarers became woodcarvers in order 
to make mastheads for their ships. When the hobby moved 
inland a bit, the Indian became a common theme and later a 
symbol for tobacco shops. 


The carver has many woods to choose from. The harder 


ones, such as walnut, though beautiful, are expensive and a 
more difficult medium. Steele works with Iowa linden wood 
because he finds it "details the best, being harder than pine 
and yet softer than walnut." When a piece is completed, 
most carvers paint or lacquer it or treat it with tung oil or 
Danish oil, Steele said. 


According to Lahm, monthly meetings are basically jam 


sessions where guest speakers and members exchange 
ideas. Anyone interested in membership can attend the 
meetings. 


Eight of the 35 members are women who, Lahm says, 


are interested in whittling and relief carving but so far have 
steered away from the lathe and other mechanical tools. 


Picnics and dinners are financed in part by the $5 annual 


dues each member pays. Members usually show their work 
individually at the State Fair and arts festivals around town. 
A chance to improve skills was offered during a recent three- 
day workshop at Doace College in Crete. 


In conjunction with the Mid-America Woodcarver's 


Assn. of Omaha, Lincoln carvers have club showings. One is 
scheduled for the weekend of Sept. 24 at Gateway Shopping 
Center. 


A person need not be skilled as a woodcarver to join the 


Lincoln club, but Steele and Lahm warn all prospective 
members who may in time become very skilled to be wary. 
Family members have a way of suggesting grandfather 
clocks and intricate carvings, and in no time at all a carver 
can find himself more popular than he ever wanted to be.

Drowning is becoming a more frequent, hence more 


tragic, cause of death in Nebraska and the nation One needs 
only to see the many reservoirs, watershed lakes, private 
pools and the glut of people who use them to understand, if 
not accept this disturbing fact 


But fishing, boating and swimming are not the only 


potentially hazardous situations, this year Nebraskans have 
drowned in bathtubs and irrigation canals as well 


Some local and state officials say the increasing pop- 


ularity of water sports is the major reason for the loss of so 
many more lives by drowning 


Chuck Elsom of Lincoln, director of safety programs for 


the Cornhusker Division of the Red Cross, says about 7,000 
Americans drowned each year during the past decade until 
last year More than 8,100 drowned in 1976, he said, and at- 
tributed the sudden jump to the indomitable American out 
door spirit 


It s put more people in vulnerable situations," he sa:d 


The victims in those cases were not necessarily new to 


water sports m fact, one startling thing about drownings is 
the number of ways they can happen 


Farmers and children are falling into irrigation canals, 


toddlers are wandering into private pool areas, one 
Nebraskan made the mistake of trying to nde a horse across 
a small lake Neither finished the ford Last year, m 
January two scuba divers died under the ice of a trozen lake 


According to Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 14% 


of drowning victims are not even participating in activity 
associated with water, they accidentally fall in But the com- 
pany also savs that 80% of victims who were swimming 
when they went down were in areas not designated for swim- 
ming and onlv a small fraction of swimmers are able to take 
care of themselves if they get into trouble 


There is little excuse for that, Elsom said, when 200 


Nebraska pools offer Red Cross swimming and lifesavmg in- 
struction m some cases year-round by using school pools, at 
little or no cost to the learner He said the Red Cross is 
"thinking strongly' of extending lessons to pre-school 
children 


Most drownings in Nebraska, and there have been 17 this 


year compared to nine at this time last year and 21 for all of 
1976 are associated with swimming, fishing and boating 


By far the most abused water safety regulation is that 


requiring anyone under age 12 to wear a Coast Guard- 
approved life preserver and anyone older to have one "readi 
ly accessible' when boating, according to Carl Gettmann, 
chief of the Game and Parks Commission's law enforcement 
division 


The 58 officers of that division, including Gettmann, 


supervisors and an administrative aide, are hard pressed to 
effectively monitor compliance with rules and regulations 
that apply to anyone riding in one of the 40,000 plus boats 
registered in Nebraska That's not counting non-power craft 
like sailboats, canoes, rowboats, kayaks and the wealth of 
flotation devices that some people consider as safe as a boat 


In spite of that, Gettman said, Nebraskans are observing 


more closely life preserver regulation boating speed limits 
and other laws and rules the Game and Parks Commission is 
charged with enforcing 


There were four more boating accidents in 1960, when 


there were only 14 000 boats registered, than there were last 
year Gettmann said 


But Gettmann said he could support even tighter 


regulations, like requiring anyone in a boat to wear a life 
jacket and licensing water craft operators 


All the conservation officers will be on duty this holiday 


weekend as on all holidays and weekends, Gettman said, 
most on duty in state recreation areas 


' But we don't like to advertise it because people might 


find out the actual potential of getting caught," he said 


Many who drown are the victims of their own foolhar- 


diness, Elsom said

Learn

The rules of thumb for water 


safety begin with an assump- 
tion Any body of water, no 
matter how small or shallow, 
is potentially dangerous to any 
human being, no matter how 
good a swimmer 


The most basic rule is to 


know how to swim You don t 
have to be able to swm the 
English Channel to save 
yourself or another and the 
Red Cross offers swimming 
classes for all ages at low cost 
even during the cold seasons of 
the year While you're at it, 
ask about basic water safety, 
rescue and survival instruc- 
tion 


One should never swim 


alone in unfamiliar water or 
in a place where underwater 
obstructions or swift currents 
are likely, particularly in 
nvers People who cannot 
swim should wade in shallow 
water, always with supervi- 
sion The knowledge of one's 
limits probably is most impor- 
tant, and swimmers and non- 
swimmers should stav in areas 
designated or roped-off for 
their abilities 


If you want to skinny-dip, 


you will have to be discrete 
and ingenious, because night 
swimming is exceptionally 
hazardous 


Owners of private pools and 


small ponds used for swim- 
mag should build a rescue sta- 
tion, complete with a rescue 
pole or shepherd's crook, keep 
bandy a rope at least as long as 
the radius of the pool or pond, 
with an innertube or life ring 
attached, and a posted list of 
Red Cross safety and rescue 
procedures, available at local 
chapters

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She teaches feminism 


By Kathy Rutledge 
How could anyone teach housework 


in high school? A year ago, Kathie 
Brauer was asking herself that ques- 
tion as she participated in a women's 
history institute. 


Now she knows how (the institute 


devised a women's history curriculum 
for high school students) and she knows 
why ("The study of housework is a 
study of the condition of women," she 
explains i. 


Brauer. 27. who has taught junior 


high school in Crete the past five years, 
deems the institute to be a pioneering 
effort in the academic world, as well as 
••probably the neatest experience of my 
life." 


Forty-two persons, all teachers and 


wuh one exception all females, met at 
Sarah Lawrence College, Bronxville. 
N.Y.. in June 1976 under the auspices of 
the American Historical Assn. 
(AHA) 


and financed by the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities. 


Brauer learned of the institute by 


happening upon a notice in Ms. 
magazine. 


Three weeks of intensive study and 


fellowship produced 19 curriculum un- 
its on women's history, including one 
on housework, that were tried out in 
high schools during the 1970-77 school 
year. 


At a follow-up meeting in May. the 


group selected nine units to be 
published by the AHA this fall. 


Participants were interested in 


assuring that the history taught in 
secondary schools is the history of all 
people. Brauer said. 


She explains that women's history is 


part of what is sometimes called the 
history o! the inarticulate, which 
studies people who have not made 
history because they were "unable to 
rr.srh sources of power." 


Ttii' hislnrv oi women has been left 


r\ii i>i traditional history, she asserts. 


because women "were not the 
historians. We were not the people that 
historians paid any attention to." 


She cautions against teaching 


women's history as compensatory 
history and wants to avoid having dis- 
jointed units of black, Chicano and 
women's history "and then . . . Teal' 
history." 


The institute operated on the assump- 


tion that the most interesting people 
are ordinary people, Brauer explains. 


One curriculum unit contains the 


diaries and letters of a fictitious 
character. Kitty Wilding Jacobson, "a 
typical 19th Century woman." 


Units on the history of feminism and 


on 19th Century feminine consciousness 
were quite popular with students, 
Brauer says. Teachers used those on 
housework and family history most 
frequently. 


She and f i v e other persons 


collaborated on the housework unit. 
They examined late 19th Century 
women's magazines, noting devices 
considered essential to operating a 
home, advertising themes and common 
subjects to articles, such as the 
probiem of finding household help. 


Brauei ays she learned that it was 


not unusua for women to work outside 
Ihe home in colonial times. Women 
were smiths and ran print shops. "All 
kinds of jobs were perfectly accep- 
table." she said. 


With the Industrial Revolution came 


the emergence of a leisure class whose 
female members worked neither out- 
side the home nor in it because their 
husbands' income did not require it. 


"A woman was a symbol of her 


husband's rise in social status," Brauer 
said. 


She observes (hat. despite labor- 


devices, modem women spend 
time than ever on housework. 
si1 the job is constantly expan- 


ding. Now, Brauer says, a housewife 
feels pressure to be a gourmet cook, a 
great lover, a chauffeur, a gardener 
and more. 


A Lincolnite who graduated from 


Lincoln High School and the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln. Brauer says she 
has always been interested in striving 
to achieve things, perhaps because she 
is the oldest of three sisters. 


"I was expected to have a career and 


support myself." she says about her up- 
bringing. "Later I learned there was a 
lable . .. feminist." For her. she says, 
feminism means self-sufficiency. 


Her feminist convictions 
are 


reflected in what she describes as the 
egalitarian atmosphere in her 
classroom. Her educational theory is 
that "each person's experience is 
valuable." and her "consuming in- 
terest is trying to arrange experiences 
in my classroom so that it promotes 
growth." 


Feminist ideas are not alien to her 


students in Crete, she says, but "they 
came to me that way." Junior high 
students view a feminist as "somebody 
who calls herself Ms. and who has a 


job. 


Male and female students alike 


believe "that women can do things." 
she says. She observes that some girls 
now disdain being cheerleaders 
because they'd rather participate in 
athletics. 


She also reports that most boys and 


most girls in her classroom agree on 
what is most important to them: 
"having someone who'd love them no 
matter what." 


Brauer has organized a group of 


Nebraska educators who want to in- 
tegrate the study of women into 
classroom studies. The group hopes to 
publish a newsletter, she says.

While it's relatively easy to take basic precautions to 


minimize your risk of burglary or robbery, what do you do if 
you find an intruder in your house or apartment, or if 
someone breaks in? 


Pinkerton's. the nation's oldest and largest security 


firm, endorses the rule advocated by most police officials 
that if you can avoid confrontation it is generally best to do 
so. If you return home and either find someone in your living 
quarters or find strong evidence that someone has broken in. 
it's best to move quickly and deliberately in the opposite 
direction. 


Let's say you open your door to find evidence the 


premises have been ransacked. Don't enter and search alone 
and unarmed. Go immediately to a neighbor's and call the 
police, while your neighbor keeps a watch from the safety of 
his home. If you open your door to actually find someone in-, 
side, close the door and go for help. Chances are an intruder 
will be sufficiently shaken and panicked by being discovered 
that he will exit from another door or window as quickly as 
he can, and more often than not in his haste will forget or 
drop loot he has assembled. 


If the intruder you find is armed and escape is not possi- 


ble, be as quiet and submissive as possible. Make no rapid 
movements. Let him take whatever valuables he has 
collected — and your wallet as well, if need be — and let him 
go. In most instances, if you are quiet he will be too. 


His concern at this point is to get away as quickly and 


safely as possible and your interfering with his purpose mul- 
tiplies the risks. 


Pinkerton's says that while this device may seem like 


ordinary common sense, it isn't always so common. Some 
people react with anger and outrage in such a situation, and 
others with excessive and obvious fear and confusion. Either 
reaction can unsettle the intruder enough to make his actions 
unpredictable and potentially far more dangerous. 


If you awaken to a burglar in your bedroom or can hear 


someone moving about elsewhere on the premises, the stan- 
dard advice to "play possum" is still valid. Most burglars 
will work swiftly and efficiently if all is quiet, and want to 
avoid confrontation at all costs. 


Many burglars who are not fully professional break in 


with only simple tools utilized in the break-in, such as a 
screwdriver or metal bar. Frequently they will first seek to 
better arm themselves by finding your kitchen knives. You 
can make this harder lor them by not displaying an arsenal 
of useiul weapons on pegbnard in your kitchen or in a handy 
knife box near the sink.

And the U.S. Bureau of the

especially those between ages 
20-29 when fertility rates are 
highest, the council notes.

quickly cover the soil and hold it in 
place, stopping erosion, keeping streams 
from silting in with unstable earth 


In some parts ot California, giant mud 


slides cause catastrophic damage. They 
destroy whole subdivisions, cause much 
human suffering. And the reason these 
mud slides occur simply is that not 
enough weeds grow to hold the earth in 
place. 


Weeds are among the most powerful 


plants on earth. They demand respect, if 
nothing else. For example, several years 
ago the Lincoln Park Department 
developed a lovely macadam walk 
through Memorial Park. Today weeds 
are growing right through the macadam, 
exerting a force equal to that of a 


pneumatic hammer. The same 
phenomenon has also occurred in a south 
Lincoln shopping center. 


In fact, recently a road maintenance 


crew was observed at 84th & 0 Street 
cutting weeds that had grown in crevices 
of a traffic island past which thousands 
of cars pass each day. 


Weeds are also ingenious. A single 


pigweed plant has been known to produce 
over 100,000 seeds. That's plain 
frightening! 


Given a light breeze, the parachute 


seed of a dandelion will rise into the air 
and travel a mile or more from its 


parent plant. 


Weeds also use man and animals to 


transport their "children" from one 
place to another. A cocklebur will attach 
itself to a person's pants and literally 
travel from one county to another. 


Some weeds also divide — and then 


multiply. Before you Uy to cut out the 
weed purslane, you should know that 
each twig and stem is capable of forming 
a new root and becoming yet another 
weed. Alas, chopping it up may, in fact, 
be just what the plant wants. Fiendish, 
isn't it? 


Weeds also perform another useful 


purpose. They furnish food for birds and 


other wildlife. For example, several 
weeks ago this newspaper featured a 
beautiful picture of a gold finch — 
sometimes called a wild canary — 
feeding on a plant. What was this bird 
eating? Musk thistle — a plant man 
classes as a noxious weed. 


In weeks to come this column will 


examine individual weeds more closely 
and give suggestions on how they can be 
controlled. 


This column has, to this point, been 


definitely pro-weed, anti-gardener. This 
is unfortunate. Maybe we should ponder 
the other point of view for a moment by 


relating a little story 


When the man bought his home, it was 


a jungle covered with weeds six leet 
high. Year alter vejr he sweated and 
toiled until he had literally turned the 
place into a garden. 


One day as he sat on hii beautiful lawn 


killing the last few weeds, a minister 
walked by. 


"Well, John, your place looks magnifi- 


cent. Just shows what you can do when 
you work with God." 


"Yes, Reverend, you're probably 


right. But did you happen to see the place 
when God had it alone''??9''"

Maybe if we mention the 


need for water it will rain 
again. Small fruits, peach 
trees and newly planted fruit 
trees of any kind may need ad- 
ditional water to survive. 


Established apple and pear 


trees usually will make it 
through a drouth because they 
have a deep root system. New- 
ly planted apple and pear trees 
may need water two or three 
times a month if it doesn't rain 
in July and August. 


The stone fruits — peach, 


plum and apricot — are less 
deeply rooted. Even es- 
tablished stone fruit trees will 
benefit from additional water 
during dry periods; especially 
close to the harvest period. 


Small fruits — strawberries, 


raspberries and grapes — also 
have shallow root systems. 
They will probably be the first 
to suffer when the soil gets 
dry. 


To help fruit plantings sur- 


vive the heat and drouth of 
summer: 


1. Destroy unwanted weeds 


and grass beneath the plants. 


1. Mulch to conserve soil 


moisture and moderate soil 
temperatures. 


3. Water as needed to keep 


the soils evenly moist but not 
soggy wet. Soakers, hand 
watering and trickle irrigation 
are efficient ways to irrigate 
fruit trees. It is better to water 
less often, using more water 
each time you water. 


Meteorologist predicts 
cool fall for Nebraska

Douglas predicts a cool fall in Nebraska, with near normal or 
above normal precipitation. 


Douglas, assistant professor of geography, also predicts 


another cold winter in the central United States. Prospects for 
normal precipitation are more favorable than they were last 
year, when precipitation was very light. 


Douglas bases his predictions on the behavior of water 


temperatures in the central Pacific Ocean and alone the West 
Coast. 


From those indicators, he believes he can make fairly 


precise predictions about three months in advance, while 
forecasts up to six months in advance tend to be broader and 
less precise.

There were 171 churches and synagogs of all faiths in the 


city of Lincoln at the end of 1976, six more than at the end of 
1975. The new churches include the All Saints Lutheran 
Church, the first Lincoln congregation of the new Associa- 
tion of Evangelical Lutheran Churches, which has separated 
from the Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod. 


While the number of churches increased, the overall 1976 


church affiliation was down 9.2% from 1975, from 101,380 in 
1975 to 94,995 in 1976. 


The ratio of church affiliation to general population at 


the end of 1976 is estimated to have been 57.3%, the lowest 
level since 1970 when the Lincoln Fellowship of Churches 
began its annual membership survey. In 1970 the ratio was at 
a high of 66.0%. 


With minor deviations the ratio has declined during the 


six-year period. This trend could indicate that by the end of 
the decade barely 50% of the population of Lincoln will have 
formal church affiliation, according to Robert W. Jeambey, 
who compiled the study. 


This information is contained in a directory of Lincoln 


churches and clergy prepared annually by the Lincoln 
Fellowship of Churches. Information is obtained directly 
from Lincoln churches through telephone interview and 
mailed questionnaire.

The old tin organ pipes of 


Grace United Methodist 
Church melted like butter on 
hot toast. Pushed neatly into 
the crucible, they formed a 
shining liquid pool that soon 
was cast into the chunky shape 
and hardness of a new reed 
block. 


With this symbolic act, 


linking past with future, organ 
builder Gene Bedient began 
work on a $48.000 mechanical 
action pipe organ for Grace 
Church, 2640 R St. 


by engraving June 30, 1977, on 
the cooled block and adding T 
for Trompet. The block will 
become part of the Low C pipe 
of the 8-foot Trompet. playable 
on the Great and Pedal of the 
new organ. 


Bedient estimated he and his 


helper. Terry Joris, will cast 
around 1.000 lead pipes for the 
organ. Cased in an oak cabinet 
also made by Bedient. the 18- 
foot organ will have 15 tonal 
stops distributed among two 
keyboards and pedalboards. 


He completed the ceremony 
It replaces an organ 


destroyed in 1973 when fire 
gutted Grace Church. The con- 
gregation has since rebuilt a 
mortgage-free multipurpose 
structure on the same site. 


Bedient follows methods and 


philosophies developed by 
organ builders of the 16th, 17th 
and 18th centuries in northern 
Europe. Only the organ's 
blower will be powered by 
electricity. 


The organ, to be built first on 


the ground floor of Bedient's 
shop at 18th and L Sts., is 
scheduled to be reassembled 


and installed at Grace 
March and April of 1978.

and planning by Grace's organ 
committee, chaired by Paul C.

London (UPI) — Seven 


prominent British Protestant 
theologians have challenged 
the divinity of Jesus Christ, 
saying he never claimed to be 
the son of God but was 
promoted to that status by 
pagan and other influences on 
early Christians. 


The theologians Tuesday 


launched their jointly written 
book, "The Myth of God Incar- 
nate," which they said was an 
attempt to present a view now 
held by all theologians "gently 
and responsibly." 


Recently released, the book 


was edited by John Hick, 
professor of theology at Bir- 
mingham University and a 
member of the United Reform 
Church. 


Other contributors included 


Canon M a u r i c e Wiles, 
professor of divinity at Christ 
Church, Oxford, and former 
chairman of the Church of 
England's doctrine commis- 
sion. 


In one section of the book, 


Frances Young, lecturer in 
New Testament studies at Bir- 
m i n g h a m 
University, 


suggested belief in the incarna- 
tion of Christ arose in the early 
church through a fusion of 
existing pagan and Jewish 
traditions of the "coming of an 
angel in disguise." 


The book discusses the 


related Christian tradition that 
Christ was also the son of God 
and concludes these early 
references were "essentially 
poetic language," Hick said. 


He cautioned against alarm 


over the seven theologians' 
views. 


"There is actually nothing 


new about the central themes 
of this book," Hick said. "The 
history of Christianity includes 
v a r i o u s 
theological 


developments. 
The develop- 


ment is continuing. That the 
historical Jesus did not present 
himself as God incarnate is 
accepted by all (theologians) 


... Christian laymen today are 
not fully aware of it." 


Hick said the book aimed "to 


bring this consciousness gently 
and responsibly to Christians" 
to enable them to maintain 
their faith in the light of 
modern scientific and 
philosophical developments. 


"Jesus the actual, real man 


did not present himself as God 
incarnate," Hick told a news 
conference introducing the 
book. "Jesus in our proposals 
did not think he was God incar- 
nate." 


"I think Jesus probably was 


the most wonderful human 
being who ever lived and was 
open to God," Hick said. 
"When I try to form a picture 
in my mind of this Jesus and of 
his teachings with the help of 
100 years of biblical 
scholarship available to us, I 
feel Jesus wasn't a Christian. 


"He lies at the origin of 


Christianity."

WIMBLEDON (UPI) - Bjorn Borg, 


admitting he had never felt so tired in his 
life, snuffed out a sensational fifth-set 
comeback by Jimmy Connors Saturday 
to retain his Wimbledon singles title, 3-6, 
6-3, 6-1, 5-7, 6-4 


Borg, only the third player to win back- 


to-back titles here in 30 years, cruised to 
a 4-0 lead in the final set and appeared to 
have the $25,500 first prize wrapped up 
when the American left-hander suddenly 
rallied to reel off four games and even 
the score. 


"When he went from 0-4 to 44 I 


thought the game might slip away," said 
Borg "If he had won his service to 5-4,1 
was in big trouble " 


But Connors lost that vital ninth game 


and said a double fault on the second 
point turned the tide "If I wouldn't have 
done that double fault, I could have 
won." said Connors. "The momentum 
kind of dropped and I made a couple of 
unforced errors " 


Connors had looked as though he would 


sweep s t r a i g h t through to take the 
title from the 21-year-old Swede who 
later said, "I have never been so tired 
before " 


Borg said the win was more satisfying 
than last year's three-set triumph 
over Hie Nastase "because I wanted to 
beat Jimmv very badly Now for the mo- 
ment I am the world No 1 " 


The women's doubles title saw un- 


seeded Helen Gourlay Cawley of 
Australia team up with JoAnn Russell of 
Naples. Fla , to upset top seeds Martina 
Navratilova, U S , and Betty Stove, 
Holland's losing women's singles finalist 
Friday to Virginia Wade, 6-3, 6-3, in just 
45 minutes 


Connors took the opening set in 35 


minutes in authoritative style, breaking 
Borg's service in the eighth game. 


"But then I was pretty spotty for the 
next three sets," conceded the top 
seed and pretournarnent favorite who 
had to settle for the $13.60 loser's 
monev 


There was only one service break in 


the second set and Borg took it in the 
sixth game when Connors' forehand went 
astray. 


Connors played himself into trouble 


with his uncompromising style. He tried 
to hit winners off almost every ball and 
they would not come. He lost 11 out of 12 
games at one stage to lose the second 
and third sets 


But despite the scorelme, he was 


making the Swede fight and Borg looked 
very tired as he lost the fourth set, drop- 
ping his service game to love in the final 
game. 


Borg, who blamed his tiredness on a 


gruelling five set semifinal against Vitas 
Gerulaitis, summoned his reserves to

SOCHI, USSR (UPI) - The Soviet 


Union registered its fifth straight victory 
in the annual outdoor Soviet-U.S. track 
and field meet Saturday, defeating a 
young and inexperienced U.S. team that 
showed promise of better things to come, 
207-171. 


The Soviet men won, 118-105, and the 


women, 89-66, after two days of competi- 
tion on the rainsoaked grounds of the 
small Central Sports Stadium at this 
Black Sea resort 


In the 15 years the event has been held 


the Soviets have dominated overall 12-2- 
l, but this was only the fifth defeat for 
the U.S. men's team. 


The American men took the 110-meter 


hurdles, the 400-meter relay, first and se- 
cond places in the 200-meter dash and 
five other second places. 
— 


The American women came out one- 


two in the long jump and took three other 
second places. 


"They just overwhelmed us in the 
second day," said Heliodoro Rico, the 
American Athletic Union (AAU) 
representative traveling with the team. 


Many of the Americans are still in 


their teens and just beginning inter- 


national competition. They faced three 
Soviet Olympic gold medalists and the 
men's world record holder in the high 
jump. 


"You hate to lose," Rico said, "but we 


have great prospects for the future." 


Two of those prospects participated in 


the men's 200 meters. U.S. coaches said 
it was "a toss-up" whether Bill Collins or 
Cliff Wiley would finish first. Collins, 
23, of Houston did it in 20.52 seconds, 
followed closely by Wiley, 21, of 
Baltimore and the University of Kansas, 
with a 20.63. 


The same intra-team rivalry paid off 


in the women's high jump with Jodi 
Anderson of California State at 
Northndge clearing 21 feet-11 inches and 
Kathy McMillan, 18, of Raeford, N.C.,

New Orleans Saints, looked every bit the part of a National 
Football League quarterback working himself back into shape 
for another season. 


The appearance, however, belied his true status. Gilliam, 


whom folks here tagged with the nickname "Jefferson Street 
Joe" because of his heroics at the TSU football stadium on that 
street, is an NFL nothing. 


He is an NFL non-person — the first player in the history of 


the league to become physically involved with drugs, stay out of 
the league for a season and then seek reinstatement. So Gilliam 
works out every day at Hadley Park and waits. He waits for a 
decision from NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle on whether he 
can rejoin the Saints when training camp opens July 15. 


After a second arrest in two months last year for possession 


of cocaine, Gilliam was ordered to a drug rehabilitation treat- 
ment center in Richmond, Va. Last month, a court in Nashville 
paved the way for Gilliam's transfer from the Rubicon, Inc., 
treatment center to a program in New Orleans so he could 
rejoin the Saints 


Rozelle, however, blocked the return pending the outcome 


of a meeting with Gilliam and progress reports from Rubicon.

dresses and gents in blazers 
and boats thronged to the river 
bank for a glimpse of the fin- 
ish. 


Virginia," said an NFL spokesman this week. "Hopefully, the 
decision will be within the next 10 days based upon the com- 
missioner's impressions from his meeting with Gilliam, infor- 
mation from the center and other sources." 


Gilliam, meanwhile, was steadfastly refused to discuss the 


matter. His workout at the park completed, Gilliam moved 
directly to his car. He paused occasionally to chat with friends 
and the numerous youngsters who had watched his 90-minute 
drill. 


A reporter stopped him. Gilliam politely, but emphatically, 


said, "I don't have any comment on that." And he walked away. 


"In a nutshell, I think Joe has everything in the right 


perspective," said Nate Simpson, a TSU graduate who will be a 
rookie running back with the Green Bay Packers this year. "He 
looks real good, both physically and mentally. He just seems to 
look forward to getting back in the NFL. 


"As a rookie, I know working out with him has been a big 


help to me. Joe has NFL experience and he's been showing me a 
few things, like how to hit holes quicker. He's an educator to 
rookie pros." 


As a rookie in 1972, Gilliam saw only limited action with the 


Steelers. He played in two games and attempted only 11 passes. 


One year earlier, as a senior at TSU, Gilliam had been 


bathed in the publicity and limelight reserved for superstars. In 
a game against Grambling that year, Gilliam led Tennessee 
State to a 41-35 victory by completing 18 of 40 passes for 384 
yards and three touchdowns. Additionally, Gilliam ran for two 
more touchdowns. 


Two other members of that team, which posted a 9-1 


record; were the Bear's Waymond Bryant (Too Tall) Jones of 
the Dallas Cowboys. 


Loaird McCreary, a TSU grad and tight end for the Miami 


Dolphins, sees Gilliam returning to the form that made him the 
toast of Jefferson Street. 


"In the workouts, Joey seems more attentive," McCreary 


explained. "I think his abilities have increased. 


"He doesn't talk much about the problems he had, 
he 


added. "The only thing I have heard him say is that he realizes 
his mistakes and he wants to prove he can correct them." 


New Orleans coach Hank Stram indicated it might be better if 


Gilliam did talk about the problems. 


"I'd first like to be able to have him down (to New Orleans) 


and meet the press," Stram said. "He understands there'll be 
questions on his problem. But we'd like to get those questions 
out of the way. It would be best for all, if things work out, to get 
these questions out of the way. Then we'll be able to concen- 
trate on football in camp." 


Despite the problems, Gilliam remains popular among peo- 


ple in Nashville. The TSU community, including his father, Joe 
Gilliam Sr., who is the defensive co-ordinator for the football 
team, and the TSU athletic director, Raymond Whitmon, is 
fiercely protective. Even the court system and police have 
freed him of any obligation in an effort to ensure he gets one 
more chance. 


"People come by the park and see Joey and the guys 


working out so they stop to watch," said McCreary. "They 
cheer and applaude. They still love him on Jefferson Street." 


Perhaps Stram is Gilliam's biggest booster in the NFL es- 


tablishment. He has blasted the Steelers, although not men- 
tioning them by name, for neither telling the Saints about the 
drug problem before they traded him nor providing him with 
assistance. 


"We talked last summer (after Gilliam was AWOL from 


the Saints camp at Vero Beach, Fla., for several days) about 
the possibility of him coming back," Stram said. "I just think 
that Joe is a great talent and should get another opportunity to 
play. 


"Maybe he will not be able to accept the challenge that lies 


ahead. Time will tell. The only thing we are doing is providing 
him with the opportunity. The kid needs help. If he loses the op- 
portunity to play football, a human life will be destroyed."

"I had to get some extra 
help. They started to arrive before six 
o'clock." 


"He did it perfectly and really feels 


good," said rider Mike Kennedy of the 
early morning workout. He said Slew ran 
the three-eighths move in 35 2-5. 


Cliff Lines took J.O. Tobin for an early 


workout and trainer Johnny Adams said 
the horse "went a little faster than I 
wanted, but then he always seems to do 
that. He broke off nice and easy, but then 
picked it up right away." 


J.O. Tobin worked three-eights in 35 


seconds flat.

Burning can aid 
wildlife 


Fire, once thought the 


enemy of wildlife, is being 
employed by the Game and 
Parks Commission for the 
benefit of wild birds and 
animals and the places they 
live. 


In operations called "con- 


trolled burns", fire is used on 
state wildlife lands to stop en- 
croachment of undesirable 
woody plants like Chinese elm 
and locust on grassland 
habitat. Fire also removes the 
mat of dead vegetation that 
shades and chokes new growth. 
And, in some cases, fire ac- 
tually stimulates certain 
desirable legumes and grasses, 
and helps trees, much like 
pruning perks up some garden 
plants. 


Controlled burns have 


already been conducted in 
parts of the Pine Ridge. There 
the objectives of the operation 
are to thin young stands of 
ponderosa pine to prevent 
thick stands of scrubby "dog 
hair" timber. In stands of 
older ponderosa. the right kind 
of fire will not harm healthy 


trees, but will consume weak 
and diseased trees. It also 
removes the thick mat of pine 
needles that prevents grasses 
and shrubs from growing. 


Successful 
burning 


operations require a lot of 
knowledge, planning and just 
the right conditions to 
successfully change habitat for 
the better. And, considerable 
manpower and equipment 
must be on hand to keep the 
fire within prescribed bounds. 


Wildlife managers planning 


such a burn must consider the 
wind, temperature, humidity, 
time of year, and the material 
to be burned, among many 
other things. Often, they make 
plans for a burn, make a fire 
break, and arrange for fire 
control equipment, only to wait 
in vain for the right weather. It 
is not unusual for such 
operations to be delayed a 
whole year before conditions 
are right. 


Obviously, controlled bur- 


ning is a complex business, and 
not all areas are suited for this 
technique. A few could 
probably be burned every

Fire alters the entire 


ecology of a piece of land, and 
should not be attempted 
without supervision of an 
experienced wildlife manager. 
Otherwise, such an operation 
could result in more harm than 
good. 


The land responds to the 


right kind of fire with an abun- 
dance of succulent new 
growth. Deer, pheasants, 
quail, grouse and a host of 
other wildlife thrive in this 
rejuvenated community of 
plants. And, there is evidence 
that the burned plants release 
minerals into the soil, which is 
transmitted to the new plants 
and the wildlife.

New York — Independence Day, 1977, and gone from the 


New York sporting scene are Tom Seaver in baseball, Julius 
Ervmg in basketball and Joe Namath and the entire franchise oi 
the Gidnts in football 


The holiday, which used to mark the midpoint of the pen- 


nant races, arrives this year with revolutionary change and the 
severest strain in history on "loyalty" m sports Old heroes are 
switching sides, old leagues are absorbing new leagues, old 
relationships are snapping under the new pressure of economics 
and geography 


To many people, the reason for all the turmoil is money — 


the thing that made Reggie Jackson a Yankee and Dave 
Kingman an ex-Met, the thing that built Giants Stadium in New 
Jersey and rebuilt Yankee Stadium in the Bronx, the thing that 
may lure the Jets and the Mets to New Jersey and maybe even 
the Hambletoman, for half a century the "rural" classic of 
harness racing 


But beyond money — which athletes demand, agents com- 


mand, owners charge and fans pay — the revolution in sports is 
changing the ties that bind players to teams, teams to cities 
and cities to customers In one dizzying week of June, the Texas 
Rangers offered their public four managers in succession, the 
baseball teams traded 40 players and the 18 clubs in the 
National Hockey League suggested that they might annex six or 
seven teams from the collapsing World Hockey Association 


If any of this made any sense to the lawyers and com- 


missioners involved, it made little sense to 21 year-old Gary 
Reynolds of Locust Valley, N Y , who wrote in longhand to the 
editor of The New York Times 


"The era of the 197G"s has brought on tremendous dis- 


respect and turmoil to the relationship of fan and owner There 
is a tremendous amount of instability and constant movement 
among the superstars in these professions 


I d grown to watch Dr J do his special thing — I was so 


gratified — he was one of us, doing his thing every game Then 
he was stripped right before our eyes on the eve of the basket 
ball season I had just gotten over this, and the Jets said good-by 
to Joe Namath, another institution in this city Just farewell —

"And now the final thorn, the Tom Seaver heist. It is so 


depressing to root for your sports heroes year in and year out, 
and then one day to have them just stripped from you 
Sometimes it is just a little hard to understand." 


The blockbuster trade that sent Seaver to the Cincinnati 


Reds, gave the sense ot dislocation and embittered everyone 
concerned Fans besieged Shea Stadium with protests over the 
club's feud with the star pitcher known for 11 years as "The 
Franchise " The pitcher himself was tearful as he said farewell 
to his public And M Donald Grant, the chairman of the board 
of directors, said "The contract is the fundamental cornerstone 
of our country and of baseball" — one month after he had dis- 
missed Joe Frazier as manager and two days before he shipped 
Seaver to Cincinnati. 


The Yankees also were discovering that "family ties" were 


fragile in the new era of free agents, business agents and the 
fast buck 


They snatched Don Gullett from Cincinnati, and Manager 


Sparky Anderson of the Reds said with passion "The name will 
be dropped I will never bring his name up again " Then the 
Yankees signed Jackson from the Oakland A's for S3 million, 
pursued their next pennant and found that Jackson was fighting 
with the manager, who in turn was fighting with the owner. 


Where did the confused customer stand during all the 


switching Around' That, too, was sometimes hard to gauge The 
Mets, who remained stable for years, saw their attendance sink 
from 2 7 million in 1970 down to 14 million m 1976 The Yankees, 
who revamped their lineup and their ballpark, saw their atten- 
dance surge from 1 3 million in 1975 to more than 2 million 
within one summer Apparently nothing succeeds like success, 
including "loyalty " 


I saw my first baseball game in 1908 in Comiskey Park," 


remembers James T Farrell, the author, who was born in 
Chicago "Big Ed Walsh pitched for the White Sox against the 
Detroit Tigers They had people standing behind ropes in the 


outfield, and for 25 cents you could sit m the bleachers Ty Cobb 
won it with a home run for Detroit m the last inning." 


In the early days, he recalls, bigtime sports were faraway 


fantasies for people growing up in the towns and farmlands of 
the country There was no television, no network radio, no 
travel by jet airplane If you were lucky, a major-league 
baseball team might barnstorm through your area by tram or 
some promoter like "Cash & Carry" Pyle might steer Red 
Grange and the Chicago Bears in your direction 


Franchises didn't move much, because the "markets" were 


limited by population and distance, and families, not cor- 
porations, operated the teams The athletes didn't move much 
either, because they vere bound to their owners by the "reserve 
clause" in their contracts You stayed until you were traded or 
retired 


Then in recent years, society and sports were 


revolutionized by the surge in population, fast jet travel, televi- 
sion money and far-reaching legal decisions For the athletes, 
owners and fans, the most far-reaching were the federal court 
ruling that "freed" players from their teams when their con- 
tracts ran out The new age of opportunity was here, the old age 
of fixed relationships was gone 


The Mets considered the fact that 102 players had been 


traded in two winter conventions of baseball and 40 in one 
evening last month, and said "A team has little stability today 
We're caught up in the new baseball system, and people or- 
dinarily signed to contracts are traded because we're not sure 
how long they'll want to stay with the club " 


For the players, Tom Seaver said after he had been traded 


"They questioned my loyalty — after 10 years of giving my 
best" 


Ken Holtzman, unhappy with the Chicago Cubs, Oakland 


A's and now the Yankees, said "Most of us had to go to ar- 
bitration to get what we felt we were worth I won at arbitration 
the first time I lost the second time " 


Before he was traded from Oakland, which clothes its 


players in several colors, Holtzman was asked by a young se- 
cond baseman "Can I wear the gold instead of the green'" And 
the pitcher, bringing the loyalty issue down to its newest terms, 
replied "You can wear anything you want — you're signed "

(UPI) - It is a rare British 
Open which starts without 
Jack Nicklaus as the firm 
favorite to win golf's oldest 
crown 


But the "Golden Bear," with 


more than $3 million in career 
winnings, is being upstaged 
this year by Tom Watson in the 
106th championship starting at 
Turnberry next Wednesday 


The British Open, which 


carries a record $170,000 m 
prize money with $17,000 going 
to the winner, has been a happy 
hunting ground for Nicklaus 
He won in 1966 and 1970, tied 
for second last year and has 
failed to place among the top 
six finishers only once since 
his debut in 1963 


Against this, Watson beat 


Australian Jack Newton in a 
playoff to grab the title in 1975, 
but failed to qualify for the 
final 36 holes in 1976 which 
ended without one touranment 
victory for the former psy- 
chology student from Kansas 
City 


But the 27-year-old Watson is 


the man-m-form this year He 
has won four major tourna- 
ments — the Bmg Crosby, San 
Diego Open, U S Masters and 
Western Open — to lead the 
American PGA money- 
winners list with $269,115 


Nicklaus has been no slouch 


either Leading money winner 
eight times in his 15 years on 
the US circuit, the 36-year-old 
ace from North Palm Beach, 
Fla , has added $214,341 to his 
earnings this year with victo- 
ries in the Inverrary Classic, 
Tournament of Champions and 
the Memorial tournament on 


the Muirfteld, Ohio, course he 
designed himself 


Watson stole a march on 


Nicklaus bv getting in some 
handy experience on Britain's 
seaside links last month when 
he competed in the Penfold 
PGA tournament at Sandwich, 
Kent 


The American arrived too 


late to get in a practice round

Watson learned from his

Louisville KY (AP) — Denny Crum, 


coach of the University of Louisville basketball 
team Saturday confirmed that he has been 
offered the head coaching position at UCLA 
and said he will decide by Tuesday whether to 
take the job 


Crum a native Califorman a UCLA 


graduate and an assistant to former Bruin 
Coach John Wooden, said he had been offered 
the post by UCLA Athletic Director JD 
Morgan during a trip to Los Angeles earlier 
this week 


In Los Angeles, Morgan refused to confirm 


the offer 


"I have talked to Crum in Los Angeles," 


Morgan said "I have no comment as to my 
talks with Denny 


He s not the only one I've talked to about 


the coaching job, he added "I've talked to 
several people I have no comment as to when 
a new coach will be named " 


Crum. who has guided Louisville to a 139 37 


record in six seasons here, would succeed Gene 
Bartow who resigned last month to become 
basketball coach and athletic director at the 
University of Alabama at Birmingham 


Louisville Athletic Director Dave Hart 


hinted that he believes Crum will take the 
UCLA position 


"I think hes a very logical choice for 


them,' Hart said "Hes the best alumnus 
they ve got out in the field and he's got the se- 
cond best record of any coach in the country 


' Denny is closer to this type of thing now 


than he s ever been," he added "Every guy 
seems to have his eye cocked to his alma 
mater " 


Under Crum s stewardship, Louisville 


basketball teams have reached the NCAA tour- 
nament four times and the National Invitation 
Tournament twice Ironicallv UCLA knocked 
Louisville out of the ISCAAs three times-twice 
in the semifinals and once, last spring, in the 
opening round 


Crum 40 said m a telephone interview 


that he would weigh several factors before 
deciding whether to accept UCLA s offer 


' I think you ve got to consider all the fac- 


tors—personal, family, all the professional 
parts of it " he said 'The opportunity to be 
successful is a part of it ' 


Crum said he has three years remaining on 


a five-year contract at Louisville, but added he 
would expect no problems in leaving the 
Metro-7 Conference school 


Asked if he thought coaching for UCLA 


would mean reaching the pinnacle of the 
college basketball world, Crum said, "They 
certamlv have had more success than any 
other school But m this case, you re talking 
about picking between two outstanding schools 
that have outstanding basketball traditions " 


Crum said he has been relatively happy ' 


at Louisville Asked to elaborate about any 
problems he has had here, he said he would 
have wanted his Cardinals to practice more 
frequentlv at Freedom Hall, where they play 
their home games 


Crum also said he has thought of the 


possibility that three of last season s 
starters—forward Larry Williams, guard Rick 
Wilson and center Ricky Gallon—may not be 
eligible next season because of academic 
problems

found out the Monday through 
Thursday use of the restaurant 
facility was ver\ minimal yet 
v>e kept it going with the air 
conditioning and stoves on all 
the 
time 
It 
wasn t 


economical 


This \ear the hours have 


fluctuated somewhat at the 


Branched Oak concessions struggling right along 


bait house and the restaurant 
After the Fourth of July 
weekend, that wil1 change The 
board of directors plans to sit 
down and draw up a workable 
and useful schedule for the 
remainder of the season 


Financial difficulties aren't 


new to state area con- 
cessionaires, according to 
Dale Bree, assitant director of 
the Nebraska Game and Parks 
Commission 


"It s a general pattern for 


most of them, Bree said of 
money woes early in the 
operational years for con- 
cessions "Usually the trouble 
is insufficient capital to 
operate with for the first few 
vears We have five at Lake 
McConaughv and everyone 
of those concessions has 
changed hands several times 
The one at Sherman Reservoir, 
a very nice concession, has 
been in financial trouble since 
it opened " 


The Branched Oak facilities 


are among the finest in the 
state s 20 plus concessions 
s>stem, almost to the point of 
being better than they needed 
to be, according to Jewell 


"The restaurant is a class 


facility' he said 'If I had it to 
do over again we probably 
would not have built a facility 
quite that nice Maybe a couple 
of \ears from now 111 be glad 
we did but not right now 


Both men are confident 


however, the money situation 
will remedy itself 


"They can generally work 


out of it," said Bree "They've 
had management problems 
and they re trying a new 
management approach this 
year They're also getting back 
to mid-week operation of food 
services through a fast-food 
sandwich line in the bait 
shop " 


Jewell thinks the services 


offered will eventually catch 


the public's eye and straighten 
the operation out. 


"We're really trying to make 


it a better place out there," he 
said "We're trying to fit the 
hours to when the people will 
come through our doors and 
we're trying to provide the ser- 
vices they want If we knew 
everything the public wanted, 
we'd try to provide it If we 
don't have a service, we give 
directions to places in Ray- 


mond, Malcolm or Valpanso 
where the services are offered.

We're just starting to get to 
that point" 


Open hours have been 


somewhat a concern to users 
of the area, it was pointed out 
Jewell indicated the con- 


cessions would have been 
opened earlier this season but 
parts for docks damaged in 
storms last year were hard to 
lay hands on. The delayed 
parts caused delay in opening. 


As of now hours are not 


posted on the sites but that, 
too, will be remedied, accor- 
ding to Jewell 


"We certainly should get 


those posted," he said. "That's 
an oversight on our part 
Currently we're open from 


seven (a m ) till eight or nine 
p m. at the bait shop on a daily 
basis The restaurant is open 7 
a m - 9 or 10 p m Friday 
and Saturday and holidays, 7 
a m -7 p m on Sundays 


"As soon as we get through 


this big weekend, we plan to sit' 
down and determine more set 
hours and if we can get back te 
mid-week hours at the" 
restaurant," Jewell said. "We 
want to provide the best ser- 
vice we can."

Highlights From Home 


Washington (AP) — The 


search for the best fishing spot 
is taking on new dimensions 
with the aid of satellites or- 
biting the earth 


Dr Alden P Colvocoresses 


of the U S Geological Survey 
sa\s he used satellite photos to 
locate his favonte_ spot for 
catching bass 


\\hile he admits his best 


fishing spot is Lake Anna in 
Virginia Colvocoresses won't 
tell where in the lake it is 


But he s more than willing to 


tell how he used photos from 
Landsat satellites to locate the 
spot — a technique he says can 
be used bv others 


Lake Anna was created not 


too long ago and Colvocoresses 
originally obtained satellite 
photos of the area in his work 
as a geological survey map- 
maker But he also saw the 
possibility of applying the 
material to his hobby 


He worked on the premise 


that bass like to feed in shallow 
w ater adjacent to deeper areas 
where they can scurry to safe- 
ty in the event of danger So he 
obtained a Landsat photo of the 
lake when it was still filling 
and was about six feet below 
its permanent level 


With this and topographical 


maps he was able to determine 
the six-foot depth contour and 
find shallow areas next to 
deeper ones 


Colvocoresses tested his 


theory March 8 1974 and says 
he hauled in a three-pound bass 
within 10 minutes of his first 
cast 


"To applv this method, the 


Ldndsat image must have been 
taken when the lake was at the 
right level, say six feet below 
the normal pool level when 
most fishing is done, ' he 
noted 


The fisherman must find out 


when this low water level oc 
curred and request Landsat 
images at that time He added 
that Band 7 images should be 
obtained, since they depict 
water better than other color 
bands used by the satellite 
cameras 


"This same technique could 


be used 
with 
aerial 


photographs, but getting an

"Points of Departure might 


be the title of the biography the 
pastor of St Joseph's Catholic 
Church 
As he relates the 


chilling adventure that took 
him from home and family in 
Czechoslovakia, he looks back 
only to warn others that 
freedom cannot be defined, 
only its loss can be 


The beautiful church and 


rectory are on spacious 
grounds where town meets 
country in Superior And high 
over all, the American flag 
flies day and night. The colors, 
strongly lighted at night, give 
tangible evidence that Fr 
John, as he is affectionately 
called by the townspeople, 
whether or not of his faith, 
rank« oatnotism first in his

shift We had one meal in 24 
hours, which consisted of a few 
potatoes and gra\y or soup — a 
few vegetables swimming in 
water We received a piece of 
bread every other day 


"But if I ever saw the love ofl 


one human being for another, 
it was here There were no 
religious differences, no con-

malnutrition as did many of 
the prisoners A young man, 
whom I later learned was of 
the Lutheran faith, was able to 
filch an egg from some source. 
When he saw my inability to

Players 
couldn't 


depicting V-J era 
rely on experience

— M a r t i n 


Scorsese was just out of 
diapers and into knee pants on 
V-J Day. 


Robert DeNiro was still in 


swaddling clothes and Liza 
Minnelli was still a gleam in 
Vmcente Minnelli's eye. 


Regardless of the time warp, 


these three Hollywood names 
are directing and starring in a 
film entitled "New York, New 
York" which begins action on 
that fateful Sept. 2,1945, when 
World War II ended. 


Because it was something 


they hadn't 
personally 


experienced, 
the film (now 


showing al Lincoln's Douglas 
Theaters) required 
research 


by the three Hollywoodians to 
familiarize themselves 
with 


the limes. DeNiro comes by 
research naturally and Miss 
Minnelli has probably seen 
enough of her mother's (Judy 
Garland) pictures to know the 
period well. 


DeNiro went to Italy on his 


own as a novice actor to 
research his role in "The Gang 
That Couldn't Shoot Straight." 


For an Oscar-nominated role 


in "Godfather II" he went to 
Sicily "to get the feeling and to 
see what 1 could find," he said 
in a news conference here. 


For his intense portrayal in 


Scorsese's "Taxi 
Driver," 


DeNiro drove a laxi for a few 
weeks. 


Now in the role of the hot- 


tempered and talented jazz 
saxophonist Jimmy Doyle he 
insisted that he learn to play 
the sax. 


"Personally I worked a lot 


with Georgie Auld (legendary 
tenor sax man)," said DeNiro. 
"1 modeled a lot of things after 
him. 1 didn't want to look like a 
klutz with the instrument. It 
took a lot of practice." 


Other research was required 


for Miss Minnelli, who plays 
Francine Evans, the struggling 
then successful big band singer 
married to Doyle. 


"I did visual research," she 


said. "I watched a lot of band 
shorts and tried to develop a 
different way of singing and 
yet not copy anybody. 1 didn't 
want to make it camp." 


Liza Minnelli 


Miss Minnelli thought the 


1940's "was a marvelous 
looking era." 


"It took a certain type of piz- 


zazz to wear those clothes," 
she chuckled. "Women looked 
kind of haughty and tailored." 


Some might think Miss 


Minncllf s singing of the "New 
York, New York" title tune 
resembles a performance by 
her late mother. The hair style 
and clothing are strikingly 
reminiscent. 


Although Jimmy Doyle final- 


ly gets his own jazz club and 
the rest of the world catches up 
to his bebop sax style, Scorsese 
had wanted to take the 
character into the rock era as 
a producer, but didn't 
"because it wouldn't have been 
real for his character." 


DeNiro, Miss Minnelli and" 


Scorsese agreed there was a 
certain type of chemistry that 


Robert DeNiro 


worked for them in the 
filming. 


"The energy level that went 


on for 22 weeks was just in- 
credible," said Miss Minnelli. 
"I think back on it and I don't 
know how any of us survived. 
It was like a whirlwind It is 
the only film where I can't 
remember silting down."

The newest movie version of

The 
story is built around a stunt: A 
truck trip in a specified 
number of hours on an expen- 
sive but with a huge prize 
($80.000) dangled before the 
team of devil-may-care 
truckers. 


What do you get? Why 


stunts, naturally; outwitting 
the cops and other such 
stimulating events — along 
with the famous Burt Reynolds 
grin. 


Among the other similar 


movies is one called "Citizens 
Band," an unpretentious film 
with a cast of known but not 
truly famous performers. But 
this movie has what most of 
the new road films lack; story, 
real characters, genuine 
humor and expert direction 
that uses the road as merely a 
part of the lives of young peo- 
ple today. 


Road movies are a relief 


from the bloody violence of 
years of cops and robbers. 
Since the radio aspect of the 
new trend lends itself to 
humor, that's another plus for 
the trend.

Lessons at Sheldon Gallery 
Corn dollies really of wheat 
and usually they're not dolls 


An opportunity for a limited number of 


persons to take lessons in the ancient craft of 
corn dolly plaiting comes to Lincoln Aug. 2-3 
when Doris E. Johnson of Luray, Kan. In- 
structs at the Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery 
under Nebraska Art Association sponsorship. 


Mrs. Johnson learned the art of wheat- 


weaving in Wales, where it began as a symbol 
in primitive rites honoring a harvest goddess. 
And it is wheat straw that the dolly plaiters 
use, not cornstalks, for instance. European 
terminology differs from American, and the 
term "corn" there may refer to what 
Americans call wheat while our corn would 
be labelled maize. 


The Welsh custom is to form a figure or 


talisman from the last sheaf of grain 
harvested each season and carefully preserve 
until the next crop is growing. As the ritual 
associations were lost, corn dolly plaiting 
became a handcraft pursued for its own sake 
with the various regions developing distinc- 
tive forms of weaving. Today, the art of 
flourishes in England for home decoration. 


"Dolly" is another word that Americans 


may misunderstand in this context. While it 
is quite possible to weave a doll of wheat 
straw, most of the objects take another 
shape. Examples are found on sale in gift 
shops and outdoor markets in many areas. 


In Mexico, corn dollies take the form of 


graceful chickens, game cocks, birds of all 
shapes and sizes. In Middle Europe the 
designs run to harvest crosses, bells, flowers, 
wreaths. Today in Americans decorations. 
For several years, Mrs. Robert Spence, 
manager of the Sheldon Gallery art shop, has 
sold corn dollies made by Mrs. Johnson. 


These have included not only Christmas tree 
ornaments in the shapes of angels, stars, 
crosses, butterflies and hobby horses, but 
also abstract designs with a North African or 
Middle Eastern flavor. 


The wheat used must be cut after it has 


turned golden but before the head droops. 
This usually is about ten days to two weeks 
before it would normally be combine- 
harvested (that is, right now for the Lincoln 
area). The part of the wheat stalk used in 
weaving is from the head down to the first 
joint. It is cut somewhere between the 
highest joint and the ground with a sickle or 
shears. For the Sheldon lessons Mrs. Sam 
Van Pelt, Nebraska Art Association member, 
is cutting wheat near her home in Bennet, ac- 
cording to those instructions. 


However dry wheat may seem, there is 


always moisture in it. You can plait it at this 
stage in the field with no soaking at all. But to 
store straw for later use, one must be certain 
that it is dry. Then it can be tied in loose 
bundles, with heads hanging down so as to 
avoid crickets, mice and birds. Unless the 
wheat is thoroughly dried before being 
bundled it may turn an undesired brassy 
yellow color or it may mold. 


Mrs. Johnson will give two days of 


lessons for 16 persons at the Sheldon Gallery, 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m.

someone whispered, 'Father, 
you must run, there is no time 
left.' 


"1 walked out of the church, 


up the forested mountain and 
into the night My family was 
expecting me home for Easter, 
and it was to be years before 
they would even know if 1 were 
alive. 


"I walked or stumbled 


through the snow-covered 
mountain paths at night and 
rested, as I was forced to do, 
during the day. I ate snow but 
was without food on the entire 
journey. On Holy Saturday 
morning, I head church bells 
ringing the Easter Gloria, and 
since there were no open 
churches on our side of the 
Iron Curtain, I knew I was 
walking the right direction — 
the right direction in many 
ways. 


"Then 1 saw smoke coming 


from the chimney of a house at 
the edge of the forest. I knew I 
must have help, whatever the 
consequences, so I knocked on 
the door and asked of the man 
who opened ii, 'Where am 1?' I 
was told 1 had crossed the 
border less than 500 feet back 
and that I was in Bavaria 


"I asked for police protec- 


tion and was taken by Jeep to a 
nearby town. 1 was so lame 
that U would have been im- 
possible for me to have walked 
farther 


"The p.)h"e d'd nol work on 


Sunday, so 1 spent Easter Sun- 
day in jail. The following mor- 
ning. I was put on the train and 
sent to a refugee camp at 


Munich. I arrived there at mid- 
night. I had lost everything — 
my home, my family, my 
dreams — and my heart ached, 
but paradoxically I 
was 


ecstatically happy. I was Iree. 
And 1 walked from the station 
to the camp. 


"The office which issued 


food coupons was not open un- 
lil a f t e r the men had 
breakfast, so I had none. 1 then 
walked into town, looking for a 
church. When 1 knocked on the 
door of a monastery and asked 
for food, 1 was given two ham- 
burgers — the best-tasting 
hamburgers of my life. And 
when I returned to camp with a 
razor, soap, a spoon and five 
marks (about 90<f) that the 
brothers gave me, 1 was the 
richest man in camp. The men 
stood in line to use my spoon. 
The only forks or spoons in 
camp were those the men had 
fashioned from whatever was 
to be found in the trash pile. 


"I spent 14 days in camp as 


my records were checked 
against Nazi participation, and 
then 1 was told 1 was free to go 
where I chose." 


With the help of the National 


Catholic \\tlfare Council, Fa. 
Prachar came to the United 
Stales. 


"In New York City, I 


borrowed $20. which I later 
paid back. I couldn't speak a 
work of English, but 1 had the 
address ol the bishop in Lin- 
coln, v.hidi I ihowc'd to the 
taxi driver when 
f arrived 


there. I offered him what was 
left of the ?20, but he brushed it 


aside and drove me to the 
residence I was seeking." 


A departure in 1973 led to the 


second beautiful moment in 
Father John's life. He made a 
six-week trip to England, Ger- 
many and Italy and took part in 
the celebration of the millen- 
nium of the first diocese in 
Prague. The celebration was in 
Rome. And here he had a 
private audience with the 
Pope. 


He also visited his niece in 


London. She was born after he 
left Czechoslovakia and is the 
only member of the family 
living in the free world. She 
lelt when the Russians invaded 
in 1968 


"After 1 left London, I went 


to Germany to retrace my 
steps. At Munich, 1 again 
knocked on the monastery door 
and said to the brother, "Fif- 
teen years ago, I was ringing 
this bell. I was hungry and you 
gave me two hamburgers. The 
Bible says that when you give 
something it is going to be 
returned 100 times. So today I 
want to pay for 200 ham- 
burgers." And 1 did." 


He experienced great depth 


of feeling as he looked across 
the fence into Czechoslovakia 
and knew that his family was 
only 100 miles away but he 
could not see them.

But under their guidance, at 
least 12,566 communities had gone through formal bicenten- 
nial activities, as the commission's five-volume report to 
Congress shows. There were than 66,000 separate functions,

The fertile American 
lopsoil guards no-one-knows-how-many time capsules for 
today's children's children's children, 99 years hence. San 
Pedro, Calif., has its own Liberty Bell, courtesy Korea. 


The U.S. Bicentennial Commission will return to the" 


federal treasury more than $1 million of the ?23 million it 
was allotted. The Public Broadcasting Service will telecast 
on July Fourth evening a film, produced by the Pennsylvania 
commission, entitled "Legacy: The Year of the Bicenten- 
nial."

While most major oil com- 


panies have been retrenching 
on the distribution of free road 
maps, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana and its Amoco 
subsidiaries have been bucking 
the trend by giving more and 
more away free — and adding 
new maps — every year. The 
secret: Amoco accepts adver- 
tising for the 20 million maps it 
distributes annually through 
service stations. Amoco now 
has the largest number of full- 
size map titles available free 
at service stations throughout 
the United States - 72 
different maps of 34 states, 33 
cities and four regions (plus 
four regional maps and one 
pinpointing truck stops). 


A spokesman for Rand, 


McNally in Chicago, which 
produces "well over half of all 
the road maps distributed in 
the United States," said that 
most of the major oil com- 
panies have cut back on their 
road-map output, primarily in 
city maps. 


"Some firms — Mobil and 


Texaco, for example — charge 
their dealers a token fee (5 
cents a map) in an effort to 
offset rising cost of production 
and as a means of controlling 
waste,1' the spokesman said. 
"Many dealers, on the other 
hand, charge customers for 
maps even if they receive 
them free from the oil firms." 


On the West Coast, Standard' 


Oil and Chevron have installed 
vending machines in service 
stations, charging from 50 
cents to $1 for their road maps. 


"The majority of maps are 


still given away free in the 
United States," the Rand, 
McNally official said, "but 
they've become increasingly 
difficult to get since the budget 
cutbacks caused by the Arab 
oil embargo."

publicly thai the network is 
threatening to move him up to 
the ranks of network cor- 
respondent. This will make 
everyone think that your local 
anchorman is too good for his 
job. Use this ploy whether or 
not it is true. Also, complain 
bitterly that you would spend 
more money putting out a 
decent news show, or do more 
documentaries, or finance 
more local TV artistic activity 
if only the network would open 
up its purse strings. Say these 
things whether or not you 
mean them. 


• 5. Finally: A good televi- 


sion executive must command 
the loyalty of his salesmen, his 
staff and his news team. To do 
this, he should always be 1,000 
per cent behind them until the 
day they are fired. In the event 
of a firing, learn to do the job 
more in sadness than anger, 
implying that some tragic flaw 
in the character of the employe 
has somehow rendered him un- 
fit for the society of his fellow 
humans and that, if his leprous 
condition miraculously im- 
proves, you would be more 
than happy someday to give 
him (or her) his job back.

more expensive with distance. 
The cost of sending a station's 
signal to a cable system by 
satellite, however, is the same 
whether the system is in

Turner, and Taylor, who left 


a job with Western Union, 
organized Southern Satellite 
Systems, Inc., in 1976. This

operates as an independent 
common carrier, transmitting 


WTCG's signal from a station 
in North Atlanta to the RCA 
satellite. The satellite sends 
the signal back in a beam 
which covers all 50 states. The 
beam is picked up by receiving 
stations which then feed it to at 
least 44 cable TV systems. 


Cable systems pay Southern 


Satellite 10 cents per month 
per household for the round the 
clock WTCG signal. If they buy 
only overnight programming 
— from 1 a.m. to 6 a.m. — they 
pay two cents per month per 
household. 


WTCG gets none of that 


revenue, Pike says. Its finan- 
cial interest in the venture is 
the increase in advertising 
revenue it expects to receive 
with the expanded market.

To identify the coins actually' 


minted in 1348 from those 
struck in 1947, it was decided 
to punch a small maple leaf to 
the right of the date 1947. When

replaced the one previously 
used. 


Mint records indicate that, 


in each denomination, more 
coins with the 1947 maple leaf 
were struck than those bearing 
the date 1948. 


Coin Q and A 


Q. How many coin clubs are 


there in the United Slates? 


A. In a 1940 publication, a 


roster listed 44. In a listing in 
I960 some 330 were named. In 
1962, a club roster published by 
Numismatic News listed more 
than 1,100. On the basis of 
these figures, and with the in- 
creased interest in the hobby, a 
figure of 2,500 is in the 
ballpark. 


Q. I want to start a paper on 


money collection. Which series 
of United States currency do 
you recommend? 


A. My vote goes to the large 


size silver certificates with an 
effort made to collect each 
type of $1, $2, and $5 notes 
issued. The series of 18% is, in 
my opinion, the most beautiful 
notes every engraved. Only 14 
notes would be needed to com- 
plete a type set. 


Q. How can I prevent my 


coins from tarnishing? 


A. Coin and hobby stores 


carry anti-tarnish tissues, 
made of paper with no sulphite 
content.

No more is mail sorted 
in transit on a train 


The last remaining Railway 


Post.Office in the United 
States made its final run 
between New York City and 
Washington, 
D.C., 
on 


Thursday, ending a historic 
communication system that 
began more than 100 years ago. 


The Washington-New York 


Railway Post Office, involving 
two four-car trains on which 
mail was sorted, had been the 
Postal Service's solitary RPO 
since 1972. It began operating 
on Oct 15, 1864, five months 
after the system was in- 
augurated between Chicago 
and Clinton, Iowa. 


Since 1972, the southbound 


train to Washington left New 
York City each night at 11:40, 
stopped briefly in Newark, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
and arrived in Washington at 
4:05 a.m. The northbound train 
left Washington at 10 each 
night, stopped in Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and Newark, and 
arrived in New York City at 
2.50 each morning. 


The Postal Service has 


replaced the RPO service with 


two additional highway trips 
and one railroad trip in each 
direction. Mail is transported 
but not sorted on the replace- 
ment rail and highway service. 
All processing of mail will then 
take place in originating and 
destinating post offices. The 
average daily volume of 
letters, flats and small parcels 
moving on the RPO has been 
109,000 pieces from New York 
City to Washington, and 130.000 
from Washington to New York 
City. 


The first Railway Post Of- 


fice was put in operation 
between Chicago and Clinton, 
Iowa, on the Chicago and 
North Western Line Aug. 28, 
1864. Shortly after World War 
II, there were 1,500 RPO 
routes criss-crossing the U.S. 
with 30.000 men working in 
more than 4,000 individual 
RPO cars.

But he is a TV specialist 
who has coordinated the 
President's televised town 
meeting in Los Angeles 
over KNXT-TV, "A Day in 
the Presidency" for NBC, 
the Carter fireside chat, 
and the Clinton, Mass., 
town meeting. He also co- 
ordinates the Carter prac- 
tice of joining with the 
reporters after the offi- 
cial White House press 
conferences are over but 
the TV cameras and micro- 
phones are still 
working. 


Jagoda says: "It is not 


my function to have TV 
enhance Jimmy Carter or to 
improve his image or to 
provide him with any addi- 


tional charisma. My Job 
is to mold TV so that it 
leaves him alone, so that 
it doesn't change him from 
the naturally credible and 
down-to-earth man he is." 


Jagoda, born in Youngs- 


town, Ohio, in 1944, the 
son of a podiatrist-mother 
and a grocer-father, was 
reared in Jacinto City, 
near Houston, Tex. He was 
graduated from Bellaire 
High School, the Univer- 
sity of Texas in Austin, 
and the Columbia School of 
Journalism, Mew York City. 


He became a Carterite 


last year when Jody Powell 
admitted to the boss be- 
fore the New Hampshire 
campaign that his knowl-

city. 


The task force includes 


a Japanese-American detec-

ery little in our experience or in the ex- 


perience of other peoples has prepared 
us to deal with our present problems, for 
they differ greatly, even fundamentally, from 
those we have faced and overcome in the 
past. The old assumptions, the old rules, the 
old certainties with which we so long con- 


soled ourselves are no longer relevant, and we find 
ourselves—as did those who first came to these 
shores—in a new world. 


To begin with, for the first time in our history as a 


nation we are no longer masters of our own destiny. 
Every major problem that confronts us now is global 
and to be solved only through cooperation with 
other nations A frightening prospect, this, to a peo- 
ple who in the past could take satisfaction in their 
freedom from "foreign entanglements" and involve- 
ments and rejoice in being able to work out their 
own destiny free from the burden of the past and 
from dependence on the vagaries of other nations 


Second, we can no longer fall back on the com- 


forting assumption that our resources are infinite. 
Now we must face the fact that these resources, as 
well as those of other nations and continents, are 
finite; that we are running out of oil and gas; that 
we may be running out of water for farming, running 
out of ocean food, and running out of breathable air. 
We must realize that if we are to reverse what now 
seems the inexorable exhaustion of natural resources, 
we must do so in cooperation with all other major 
powers. 


Third, we who heretofore have not been able to 


face even the possibility of defeat are now required 


to take the possibility of annihilation into our calcu- 
lations. All of our most fateful decisions are made 
under the shadow of the atomic weapon. Here, again, 
we are not free agents. Decisions to control or de- 
stroy nuclear weapons must be worked out with other 
great powers; if they are to be enforced against reck- 
less fanatics, they must be enforced by international 
agencies or organizations. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson once observed that "when a 


man knows that he is to be hanged in a fortnight, it 
wonderfully concentrates his mind." Will awareness 
of the threats that hang over us concentrate bur 
minds? Can we who have been living off our political 
—and, to some extent, our moral—capital bufld up 
new political, scientific, technological and moral re- 
sources in time to stave off disaster? 


The prospects are not encouraging. 


Our prime role 


One thing, however, should be clear: that though 


we cannot save ourselves merely by our own efforts, 
the world cannot save itself without both our efforts 
and our leadership. Because we invented modem 
federalism, because we were chiefly responsible for 
the League of Nations and the United Nations, we 
have had longer experience with international co- 
operation than any other major power. Because we 
are not blinded by ancient animosities or ideological 
commitments, we can see what should be done more 
clearly than can most nations. Because—thanks in 
large part to the exceeding bounty of Nature—we 
are rich and powerful, we can afford to be mag- 
nanimous. And because we invented the atomic 
weapon and are the only nation ever to use it in war, 
we have a special responsibility to dissipate the threat 


of an atomic holocaust. 


What is called for is a revival of the wisdom and 


resourcefulness that presided over the birth of our 
Republic and gave us those institutions which still 
serve us so well and have been so widely copied 
throughout the rest of the civilized world. We must, 
invoke that creativity to reconcile nationalism—with 
its assumption that nations can live by and to them- 
selves—with the reality that, in almost everything 
that counts; the world is interdependent We must 
invoke it to summon up an inventiveness in the 
realms of politics and economics comparable to that 
which we display in science and technology. 


That same inventiveness must be invoked to or-

aries. Now it is up to us, together with other nations 
seeking in their way the prosperity and happiness of 
their own people, to summon up our wisdom and 
skills to solve the problems that threaten us all. 


On July 4,1776—201 years ago—Benjamin Frank- 


lin said to John Hancock as they both signed the 
Declaration of Independence: "We must indeed all 
hang together, or, most assuredly, we shall all hang 
separately." 


His remark is as true today as it was then—and 


for the whole world.

•'IAMAT is a nonprofit, tax-exempt 


organization," Or. Marcolongo told 
PARADE. "We exist solely on contribu- 
tions, which are tax deductible. The 
charts have been published in order to 
raise funds for construction of the Inter- 
national Center for the Study of Medical 
Aspects of Travel." The purpose of the 
center, he said, will be to work for the 
standardization of medical practices 
throughout the world. 


The $6 million facility will be located

A Philadelphia-based outfit. Interna-

hen vacationers travel abroad, 


about 10 percent suffer an ac- 
cident or illness that can turn a 
good time into a nightmare. 


Here's what happened to a New 


Jersey couple whom we'll call Marge 
and Jim Denby. "On the 9th of March," 
Jim reported, "my wife and I left for a 
trip to Spain. The night of the 13th, in 
our hotel room in Barcelona, I suffered 
an acute heart attack—" 


It could have become a tragedy. It 


didn't because, before the couple left 
on their trip, they had (without charge) 
joined IAMAT—International Associa- 
tion for Medical Assistance to Travellers. 


The problem of finding a doctor, who 


spoke English, late at night, in a foreign 
city, was averted because Mrs. Denby 
simply looked in her IAMAT directory 
Of English-speaking physicians. 


"At 1 a.m.," Mr. Denby continued in 


his letter of thanks to IAMAT, "my wife 
had the hotel call a doctor listed in the 
directory. In 15 minutes Dr. Cabellero 
was in our room and arranged for an 
ambulance and admission to a hospital 
where I received outstanding medical 
and human treatment." 


IAMAT, the largest organization, of 


its kind, was founded in 1960 by Dr. 
Vincenzo Marcolongo, an Italian cardi- 
ologist who had received postgraduate 
training in Canada. 


Later, back in his native Rome, he had 


been called in to treat an American 


woman suffering painful complications 
after being given a painkiller widely 
used in Europe. Because of his training 
in Canada, Dr. Marcolongo knew that 
the drug, which has no adverse effect 
on Latins, produces a highly toxic re- 
action in people of Anglo-Saxon origin. 


The experience shook Dr. Marco- 


longo, and he foresaw more such inci- 
dents with the expected rise in the num- 
ber of Americans visiting Europe. So, he 
set up IAMAT—a network of physicians 
around the world who had trained in 
the U.S. or Canada and understood the 
differences in methods. 


~~ Chaige only nominal fee 


The cardiologist sought physicians 


who would also agree to provide medi- 
cal help at any hour and charge only 
a nominal 
fee. Currently—at least 


through March 1978, when the direc- 
tory will be updated—IAMAT doctors 
charge $15 for office visits, $20-$25 for 
hotel and house calls. Dr. Marcolongo 
says that in many European cities 
doctors not affiliated with IAMAT 
charge as much as $50 for a house call. 


At least one other outfit, Intermedic, 


a subsidiary of Executive Health Examin- 
ers, New York Cry, offers a directory of 
English-speaking doctors abroad whose 
fees are comparable to those of IAMAT- 
affiliated doctors. 


But IAMAT provides new services 


each year to more than 250,000 persons. 


facilities are inadequate, it will arrange 
for transfer of ihe person to the nearest 
suitable hospital. 


Depending on the severity of the 


medical emergency, evacuation is via 
ambulance, train or plane; or in an 
ISOSA private ambulance jet plane, 
accompanied by a medical specialist. 


In the event that a person has to be 


returned home and cannot do it alone, 
ISOSA will provide and pay for the 
flight and medical supervision. The 
same service is offered to dependents 
left unattended as a result of the mem- 
ber's accident or illness. 


One special ISOSA service is the 


"Medical Passport" with its "Medical 
Letter of Credit." The credit is in the 
form of vouchers worth up to $1000, 
which the traveler can use to pay a 
hospital or doctor bill. The traveler, 
however, must reimburse ISOSA within 
45 days of receipt of payment If vouch- 
ers aren't acceptable, iSOSA will wire 
cash to the doctor or hospital. 


Most U.S. health insurance policies 


cover travelers while abroad, automati- 
cally or under a special "rider" to the 
policy. Ad receipts must be saved and 
presented for reimbursement after the 
traveler returns home 


Blue Cross members should present 


translated bills, if possible, for reim- 
bursement. Incidentally, the American 
Hospital in Paris is a Blue Cross mem- 
ber-hospital, and treatment can be 
billed directly to Blue Cross. 


Travelers aged 65 and over should 


know that Medicare provides no cover- 
age outside the United States, except in 
certain areas near the Canadian and 
Mexican borders. However, most Blue 
Cross policies do offer supplemental 
coverage that applies anywhere.

BANANA CARAMEL ICE CREAM 


2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
% cup firmly packed light brown sugar 
2'A cups light cream 
1 cup mashed ripe bananas (3 medium)

n last year's famous or infamous Play- 


boy interview. Jimmy Carter was 
asked if he had made any mistakes 
or missed many opportunities in his 


political career. 


He answered: "There are a lot of 


those in my life. Not speaking out for 
the cessation of the war in Vietnam. 
The fact that I didn't crusade at a very 
early stage for civil rights in the South, 
for one-man, one-vote ruling. It might 
be that now I should drop my campaign 
for President and start a crusade for 
black majority rule in South Africa .. " 


jimmy Carter rarely makes the same 


mistake twice. What now will be his 
policy toward South Africa, where 
blacks outnumber whites four to one? 


Will he confine his disapproval of 


apartheid to the verbal condemnations 
of Henry Kissinger in two previous Ad- 
ministrations? Or will he get tough? 


From all accounts Vice President 


Walter Mondale did not lay down the 
law when several weeks ago he con- 
ferred with John Vorster, the South 
African Prime Minister, in Vienna. He 
let it be known, though, that the Carter 
Administration expected South Africa 
to mend its prejudicial ways if it wanted 
future U.S. support. Apparently he 
made no demands and no threats. 


Suppose, however, that Vorster re- 


fuses to loosen the racial reins in South 
Africa7 Foreign Affairs Minister Pik 
Botha has already said- "If the US. de- 
mands the introduction of a political 
dispensation which must inevitably lead 
to our destruction, then there is no 
doubt we are on a collision course with 
its government We cannot negotiate 
on our destruction, either now or 
tomorrow." 


Carter's options 


What pressures can Carter bring to 


bear? He could limit Export-Import 
Bank guarantees on loans to South 
Africa. He could order home.our mili- 
tary attaches and reduce our embassy 
staff He could reduce tax credits for 
American corporations that deal with 
South Africa. He could tighten various 
regulations and requirements, ranging 
from trade to immigration. 


But will he? Jimmy Carter must be 


concerned with the probability that 
continued white supremacy in South 
Africa will lead to a bloody, revolution- 
ary racial war. Such a war will un- 


South Africa 


doubtedly be covered in detail by the 
U.S. television networks whose cameras 
will bring the fighting into the living 
rooms of Detroit, Philadelphia, Oak- 
land, Cleveland, and Chicago 


One effect of such TV coverage will 


be to radicalize thousands of American 
blacks, many of whom voted for Jimmy 
Carter as President They will un- 
doubtedly call on him to make good 
on his promises of a better life for them 


Carter is reluctant to interfere with 


the internal affairs of a foreign nation, 
but he is firm on .morality and human 
rights and must pressure Vorster on the 
"full participation by all sectors of 
[South African] society" while there is 
still time. 


Goals and schedules 


In short, U S foreign policy must in- 


clude goals and schedules because time 
for a peaceful solution in South Africa 
is rapidly running out. And the people 
there know it 


Last year, for example, more than 


15,000 whites—professionals and skilled 
workers—emigrated. Early this year The 
Johannesburg Star revealed that more 
than 200 South African doctors were 
leaving to set up practices in the U.S. 
American tourists who visit Cape Town 
or Johannesburg these days are offered 
even-money rand-for-dollar deals on 
the black market although the South 
African rand is worth $1.16 (US). 


In an effort to slow the exodus of 


white professionals. South African of- 
ficials will permit no single person to 
leave with more than $11,700 and no 
family to leave with more than $35,000. 
Even though such sums are not suffi- 
cient to meet the financial entrance re- 
quirements of many countries, includ- 
ing the U.S-, the white professionals are 
leaving. Emigration to Israel has in- 
creased by about 30 percent

Guards, met his death a few 
weeks ago, he was not dressed in 
full uniform, as shown. 


He was garbed as a 
scruffy, 


bearded, drink-chiseling rough- 
neck who made the pub rounds of 
Ulster's South Armagh, one of the 
bloodiest districts in Northern 
Ireland. 


Nairac was an 
intelligence 


agent for the British Army. His job 
was to infiltrate the heartland of 
the IRA, pick up the local gossip, 
and try to identify the various 
gunmen and assassins. 


His work called for coolness 


and courage, and his only protec- 
tion was a 9 mm. Browning pistol 
which he carried in a pocket of his 
hippie jacket. 


For a year Captain Nairac 


served as an undercover agent, 
gathering valuable intelligence. 
But this past May, the 7RA 2nd 
Battalion somehow penetrated his 
disguise. When Nairac entered 
the Three Step Pub—a new bar 
less than two miles from the bor- 
der at Drumintee which is fre- 
quented by /HA sympathizers 
from both sides of the border—he 
was spotted by someone who 
knew his true identity. 


When he left the bar, two men 


followed him and beat him to 
death. A few days later, the IRA 
announced that Capt. Robert 
Nairac had been executed. 


Nairac was a genuine British 


hero. He was educated at Ample- 
forth, the top Roman Catholic 
preparatory school in England— 
the Eton of upper-class British 
Catho/ics. He was an outstanding 
athlete and scholar. He attended 
Oxford, then entered Sandhurst, 
the British West Point, was even- 
tually accepted into the Grenadier 
Guards, the senior infantry regi- 
ment. He was tall, handsome, in-

telligent, and friendly. He felt 
deeply about the war in Northern 
Ireland and rather than take part 
in parades in front of Buckingham 
Palace, he volunteered for intelli- 
gence duty. 


He loved Ireland and the Irish 


and thought somehow he might 
contribute to peace. 


Said his sister, who helped 


write his epitaph: "If he is dead, 
he died doing what he felt and 
stated to be his duty." 


At 29, Nairac was a bachelor, 


but he hoped not to remain one 
much longer. 


Draft Trend 


Will the military draft return? 


-Sen. Wendell Anderson (D., 
Minn.), a member of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, re- 
cently declared at a Congressional 
National Security Conference:"...
